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WORLD  COTTON  TRADE  RECOVERS  IN  1977/78  ^ 


Summary 

World  cotton  exports  totaled  18.6  million  bales  (480  lb 
net)  in  1977/78,  8  percent  above  the  previous  year's  level. 
Smaller  stocks  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  especially  in 
importing  countries,  were  one  of  the  main  factors  behind 
the  high  trade  volume.  Stocks  at  mills  in  several  large 
textile  producing  countries  were  at  a  low  level,  so  that 
imports  were  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  operations. 
The  high  level  of  cotton  production  in  1977/78,  especially 
in  exporting  countries,  also  had  an  influence  on  trade,  as 
plentiful  supplies  and  attractive  prices  encouraged  some 
stock  rebuilding. 

With  production  larger  and  the  dollar  devalued,  U.S. 
cotton  was  especially  sought  after.  As  a  result,  U.S.  exports 
rose  to  5.5  million  bales,  29  percent  of  world  cotton  trade 
and  a  large  increase  over  the  1976/77  level  of  4.8  million. 
This  is  the  second  consecutive  year  U.S.  cotton  exports 
have  risen  significantly,  recovering  from  the  low  1975/76 
level  of  3.3  million.  In  1977/78,  80  percent  of  U.S.  cotton 
shipments  went  to  Asia,  with  Korea  the  largest  market, 
followed  closely  by  Japan.  Taiwan  was  a  distant  third. 

Turkey  and  Pakistan  more  than  doubled  their  cotton 
exports,  the  result  of  substantially  increased  production  in 
both  countries.  Most  Central  American  countries  also 
boosted  exports,  as  production  expanded.  Shipments  from 
South  America  were  up  3  percent;  Brazil  and  Paraguay 
increased  export  volume  signficantly,  offsetting  cutbacks 
by  most  other  countries  in  that  area.  Despite  stronger 
exports  from  Sudan,  African  shipments  fell;  with  declines 
occurring  in  most  countries,  especially  in  Chad. 


Outlook 

World  cotton  trade  prospects  in  1978/79  are  quite 
encouraging,  as  importing  countries  are  expected  to  have  a 


wider  production  consumption  gap  to  fill  than  last  year. 
Asian  countries  in  particular  are  expected  to  expand  textile 
production,  necessitating  a  higher  volume  of  imports. 
Lower  prices  at  planting  time  in  the  Northern  Hemisphere 
and  poor  crops  in  several  countries  will  reduce  this  year's 
final  output  to  a  level  well  below  that  of  expected  consump- 
tion, causing  a  decline  in  world  stocks.  World  cotton  pro- 
duction in  1978/79  should  decrease  6.5  percent  compared 
with  last  year's  level  to  59.4  million  bales,  while  consump- 
tion may  increase  almost  2  percent  to  61.9  million  bales. 
Prices  have  strengthened  this  marketing  season,  which  may 
result  in  some  reduction  in  stocks  in  net  importing 
countries,  and  thereby  restrain  trade  volume  somewhat. 


Exports 

Smaller  world  cotton  stocks  and  large  U.S.  production 
helped  expand  U.S.  cotton  exports  to  5.5  million  bales  in 
1977/78,  compared  with  4.8  million  in  1976/77.  The  large 
U.S.  crop,  the  relatively  small  expansion  in  foreign  cotton 
production,  and  the  devalued  dollar  made  U.S.  cotton 
competitive  most  of  the  marketing  year.  During  most  of  the 
season,  Memphis  SM  1-1/16"  remained  one  of  the  lower- 
priced  growths  quoted  on  the  Northern  European  market. 

As  in  most  recent  years.  Far  East  countries  were  the 
leading  consumers  of  U.S.  cotton,  accounting  for  80 
percent  of  all  U.S.  exports.  In  1977/78,  Korea  was  the 
leading  U.S.  customer,  taking  1,231,000  bales.  Japan, 
traditionally  the  top  buyer  of  U.S.  cotton,  was  second,  with 
1,077,000  bales.  The  People's  Republic  of  China  took 
443,000  bales  of  U.S.  cotton,  after  importing  none  in 
1976/77.  Other  major  Far  Eastern  markets  were  the 
Republic  of  China  (Taiwan),  Hong  Kong,  and  Indonesia. 
U.S.  exports  to  Europe  were  about  100,000  bales  above  the 
1976/  77  level,  with  France,  Italy,  West  Germany,  Portugal, 
and  Spain  the  leading  European  consumers  of  U.S.  cotton. 


Exports  from  the  USSR  were  down  about  200,000  bales 
from  the  record  level  of  4.3  million  bales  in  1976/77.  The 
need  to  rebuild  domestic  stocks  and  further  expansion  in 
domestic  consumption  tended  to  limit  exports.  The  USSR 
remains  the  second  leading  exporter  after  the  United 
States.  The  USSR's  main  markets  are  Japan  and  Europe. 

Because  of  a  larger  supply,  Turkey's  exports  in  1977/78 
more  than  doubled  the  1976/77  level.  Pakistan  also 
increased  exports  substantially  in  1977/78  above  the  low 
level  of  1976/77. 

In  South  America,  exports  from  Brazil  and  Paraguay 
expanded,  those  of  Argentina  and  Colombia  dropped 
back.  Brazil  coming  off  a  low  export  year  in  1976/77  of 
54,000  bales  expanded  exports  to  more  than  200,000  bales 
in  1977/78.  Paraguay  boosted  exports  by  almost  100,000 
bales  to  292,000. 

Exports  increased  from  most  of  the  Central  American 
countries.  Mexico's  exports  made  a  large  gain,  about  24 
percent  above  those  of  the  preceding  year. 


Imports 

Japan  and  Korea  continued  to  head  the  list  of 
importers.  Korean  imports  jumped  to  1,312,000  bales  in 
1977/78,  compared  with  890,000  bales  the  year  before. 
Japan's  imports  were  also  up  in  1977/  78,  going  to  3, 1 50,000 
bales,  compared  with  3,037,000  the  year  earlier.  Based  on 
partial  data  of  1977/78  exports  by  exporting  countries. 
People's  Republic  of  China  reportedly  took  about  1.8 
million  bales.  This  was  nearly  1  million  more  than  in 
1976/77,  the  result  of  drought  reduced  production  in 
1977/  78.  The  Republic  of  China  (Taiwan)  imported  over  1 
million  bales,  about  200,000  bales  above  the  1976/  77  level. 

Overall,  European  imports  were  up  almost  190,000  bales. 
Major  increases  were  made  in  Portugal,  the  German 
Democratic  Republic,  West  Germany,  and  the  United 
Kingdom.  Spain  was  the  only  country  whose  imports 
declined  substantially,  although  imports  by  many  other 
European  countries  declined  somewhat.

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U.S.  COTTON  EXPORTS  EXPAND  IN  NOVEMBER 


The  United  States  exported  355,000  running  bales  of  cotton  in  November,  well 
above  the  283,000  shipped  in  October  and  slightly  larger  than  the  333,000 
exported  in  November  1977.    Cumulative  exports  for  August  through  November 
totaled  1,550,000  bales,  80  percent  greater  than  the  863,000  shipped  during 
the  same  period  a  year  ago.    The  heavy  movement  this  season  reflects  the 
large  volume  of  sales  made  earlier  in  the  year,  when  foreign  cotton  supplies 
were  fairly  limited.    Demand  also  has  been  very  strong  in  Korea,  Japan, 
Hong  Kong,  and  the  People's  Republic  of  China. 

The  largest  market  in  November  was  Japan,  which  took  92,000  bales,  followed 
closely  by  Korea  with  85,000.    For  the  August-November  period,  Korea  main- 
tained the  No.  1  position.    The  People's  Republic  of  China  and  Hong  Kong 
continued  to  be  excellent  markets  for  U.S.  cotton.    Asia  accounted  for 
nearly  85  percent  of  November  shipments,  compared  with  73  percent  in  October 
and  80  percent  in  November  1977. 

Cotton  exports  to  Europe  slipped  a  little  in  November,  but  still  remained 
well  above  the  first  4  months  last  season.    Shipments  to  the  other  regions 
continued  light,  as  the  100,000  bales  sold  to  Egypt  has  not  yet  been  ship- 
ped. 

Outstanding  export  sales  — plus  actual  exports  as  of  December  31 --total 
about  5.0  million  bales,  nearly  the  same  as  a  year  ago.    However,  out- 
standing sales  are  about  633,000  bales  below  the  December  31,  1977,  level. 
Sales,  which  were  fairly  heavy  in  October  and  November,  slowed  somewhat 
in  December.

Summary 


The  world's  cotton  area  for  1979/80  is  forecast 
by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  at  31-34 
million  hectares,  compared  with  31.6  milhon  this 
season.  While  foreign  area  may  expand  slightly,  the 
United  States  could  increase  planted  area  about  6 
percent.  Assuming  normal  yields,  foreign  countries 
would  harvest  2  to  6  percent  more  cotton  than  the 
49.2  mUUon  bales  produced  in  1978/79.  World 
consumption  in  1978/79  is  estimated  at  61.9  milhon 
bales,  which  exceeds  the  world  production  estimate 
of  60.1  million  and  could  result  in  the  lowest  foreign 
stock  level  since  1971.  Cotton  prices  have  strength- 
ened from  those  of  a  year  ago. 

Foreign  cotton  area  for  1979/80  is  projected  at 
26-28  million  hectares,  compared  with  26.6  million  in 
1978/79.  The  forecast  is  based  on  reports  from  U.S. 
Agricultural  Attaches  in  16  major  producing  coun- 
tries. This  increase  reflects  the  higher  cotton  prices 
and  prospects  of  rising  consumption.  However, 
several  factors,  such  as  pressure  to  increase  food 
production,  labor  shortages,  and  rising  production 
costs,  will  tend  to  limit  expansion.  The  Soviet  Union 
is  expected  to  enlarge  area  about  1-2  percent,  but 
little  if  any  change  is  expected  in  China.  Cotton  area 
is  expected  to  expand  in  Colombia,  Guatemala, 
Nicaragua,  Mexico,  and  Peru.  Only  a  few  countries, 
such  as  Greece  and  Syria,  expect  to  reduce  cotton 
planting. 

World  production  in  1978/79  is  estimated  at  60.1 
miUion  bales,  down  5  percent  from  last  season's  total. 
U.S.  production  dropped  3.6  milhon  bales,  while 
foreign  production,  at  49.2  million,  increased  slightly. 
India  harvested  a  near-record  crop,  because  of  im- 
proved yields.  Production  estimates  have  been  raised 
for  Argentina  and  Egypt,  while  Pakistan's  estimate 
has  been  revised  downward  because  of  wet  weather 
and  insect  damage. 


World  consumption  in  1978/79  is  estimated  at 
61.9  million  bales,  about  1  million  larger  than  the 
previous  season's.  U.S.  consumption  should  decline, 
while  foreign  use  is  expected  to  expand  over  1  million 
bales.  Countries  where  demand  has  grown  include 
India,  Japan,  Korea,  and  Hong  Kong.  Little  change  is 
expected  in  Europe. 

World  cotton  stocks  may  drop  to  22.2  million 
bales  by  August  1,  1979,  which  would  still  be  nearly 
a  million  bales  above  August  1977  levels.  However, 
foreign  stocks  could  be  the  lowest  since  1971.  Stocks 
in  Communist  countries,  especially  China,  have  appar- 
ently declined  sharply  since  1973.  Turkey  and 
Pakistan  probably  will  reduce  stocks  this  season. 

Cotton  trade  worldwide  in  1978/79  is  estimated  at 
19.6  million  bales,  up  sharply  from  19  milhon  in 
1977/78.  Most  of  the  increased  trade  is  moving  to 
Asia,  especially  China.  U.S.  exports  are  estimated  at 
6  milhon  bales,  compared  with  5.5  million  last 
season. 

Cotton  prices  strengthened  during  the  first  half  of 
1978/79  in  response  to  strong  demand  and  some 
concern  over  supply.  The  Northern  Europe  Index 
"A"  rose  from  an  average  of  71.91  cents  per  pound  in 
July  to  79.38  cents  in  November.  Since  then,  prices 
have  weakened  and,  for  the  week  ending  January  18, 
the  Index  "A"  averaged  75.60  cents  per  pound.  U.S. 
prices  have  generally  remained  competitive,  as  indi- 
cated by  the  heavy  volume  of  sales. 


Cotton  Area  To  Expand  In  1979/80 

The  1979/80  world  cotton  area  is  projected  at 
31-34  million  hectares,  compared  with  31.6  million  in 
1978/79.  The  foreign  area  estimate  is  based  on  U.S. 
Agricultural  Attache  reports  from  16  major  pro- 
ducing countries.  The  reports  indicate  that  foreign 
area  will  total  26-28  million  hectares,  compared  with

26.6  million  in  1978/79.  The  United  States  planted 
area  may  increase  6  percent,  based  on  the  January 
planting  intentions  report. 

These  increases  reflect  the  favorable  outlook  for 
cotton  consumption  and  the  strength  in  cotton  prices 
around  the  beginning  of  1979,  when  the  surveys  were 
made.  World  cotton  prices  have  declined  nearly  5 
cents  a  pound  since  mid-December.  However,  some 
countries  face  expanding  demand  for  food  and/or 
serious  food  shortages.  This  tends  to  limit  increases  in 
cotton  area.  The  1979/80  area  actually  planted  could 
be  influenced  by  the  above,  plus  any  further  price 
changes  before  the  crop  is  planted. 

Foreign  cotton  production  could  increase  2  to  6 
percent  above  the  49.2  million  bales  produced  in 
1978/79,  assuming  a  return  to  more  normal  yields  in 
China  and  continued  worldwide  improvement  in 
yields  over  the  years.  However,  several  countries  are 
facing  limiting  factors,  such  as  labor  shortages  and 
sharply  rising  labor  costs.  As  usual,  the  greatest 
variable  affecting  1979/80  cotton  production  will  be 
the  weather. 

Cotton  area  in  the  Soviet  Union  is  expected  to 
increase  about  1-2  percent  in  1979/80,  as  long-term 
programs  bring  additional  land  under  irrigation.  Water 
supply  at  this  time  of  the  year  appears  to  be 
adequate,  as  water  levels  have  recovered  from  the  low 
point  reached  2  years  ago.  Unless  difficulties  such  as 
those  that  required  replanting  nearly  one-third  of  the 
1978/79  crop  are  repeated,  it  is  likely  that  yields  will 


improve  in  1979/80.  This  could  result  in  a  crop  2  to  6 
percent  larger  than  the  12.5  million  bales  produced 
this  season. 

The  limited  information  from  China  indicates  that 
the  Government  would  like  to  expand  cotton  produc- 
tion. However,  the  shortage  of  grain  that  required 
sharply  expanded  imports  this  season  will  likely  keep 
cotton  area  near  the  1978/79  level.  Assuming  that  the 
moisture  supply  will  improve  after  2  years  of  below- 
average  rainfall  and  that  Government  incentives  to 
increase  cotton  prices  and  expand  supply  of  inputs 
such  as  fertilizer  will  be  successful,  cotton  production 
could  range  between  10.0  million  and  10.5  million 
bales,  after  the  9.2  million  and  9.6  million  produced 
during  the  past  two  seasons. 

The  Indian  Government  has  taken  steps  to  en- 
courage expansion  of  cotton  production,  such  as 
making  additional  funds  available  for  purchasing 
cotton.  Area  is  projected  to  increase  slightly  in 
1979/80,  with  production  expanding  around  1  to  5 
percent,  if  higher  cotton  prices  foster  greater  use  of 
fertilizer  and  pesticides. 

Pakistan  is  expected  to  maintain  cotton  area  near 
the  1978/79  level.  Officials  hope  that  yields  will 
improve  from  the  relatively  low  level  this  season  so 
that  production  can  expand.  Higher  prices  for  cotton 
should  encourage  greater  use  of  fertilizer  and  pesti- 
cides. 

Cotton  area  and  production  in  Turkey  are  pro- 
jected to  grow  slightly.  However,  shortage  of  foreign 
exchange  may  increase  the  difficulties  in  getting 
fertilizer  and  pesticides. 

Greece  is  expected  to  reduce  cotton  area  by  about 
a  fifth,  as  labor  shortages  and  rising  production  costs 
make  cotton  production  less  profitable. 

Israel  is  expected  to  continue  expanding  cotton 
area  and  production,  while  Syria  may  see  some 
reduction,  as  competing  crops  cut  into  irrigated  areas 
heretofor  planted  to  cotton. 

A  slight  increase  in  area  is  projected  in  Egypt,  but 
the  very  favorable  yields  of  this  season  may  not  be 
repeated,  reducing  production  as  much  as  10  percent. 

Strong  demand  and  higher  prices  for  cotton  are 
expected  to  encourage  larger  areas  in  Mexico,  Guate- 
mala, and  Nicaragua.  Production  could  expand 
around  10  percent  in  these  three  countries. 

The  outlook  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere  is  more 
uncertain,  since  the  crops  will  not  be  planted  until 
next  fall.  In  general,  it  appears  that  production  will 
increase  5-10  percent.  Colombia's  crop  should  recover 
from  the  drought-reduced  level  of  this  season.  De- 
pending on  the  relationship  between  cotton  and 
soybean  prices,  Brazil  could  increase  cotton  produc- 
tion also. 

U.S.  cotton  producers  as  of  January  planned  to 
plant  5.6  million  hectares  to  upland  cotton,  compared 
with,5.3  milhon  in  1978/79.  Growers  in  Arizona  and 
CaUfornia  intend  to  plant  1 1  percent  more  cotton 
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than  last  year.  An  excellent  subsoil  moisture  supply 
in  the  Texas  panhandle  is  expected  to  increase  cotton 
area.  A  second  Prospective  Planting  report  will  be 
issued  April  16,  which  will  permit  growers  to  report 
their  plans  just  prior  to  the  major  seeding  period. 

In  summary,  foreign  producers  apparently  will 
respond  little  to  the  higher  cotton  prices,  in  part 
because  of  government  programs.  As  usual,  the  main 
factor  affecting  1979/80  production  will  be  weather. 
Assuming  trend-hne  yields,  world  cotton  production 
in  1979/80  should  exceed  consumption  by  a  slight 
margin,  resulting  in  some  increase  in  stocks. 


yields.  India's  1978/79  cotton  production  is  presently 
estimated  at  5.95  million  bales,  1  million  above  the 
previous  estimate  and  6  percent  above  last  year's  level 
of  5.6  million.  Rainfall  in  the  southern  Indian  states, 
resulting  from  November's  northeast  monsoon, 
helped  the  overall  cotton  crop  and  boosted  estimates 
by  supplying  moisture  in  a  normally  dry  period. 
Cotton  output  in  China  remains  at  9.6  million  bales, 
as  reports  continue  to  indicate  an  improved  season  in 
1978/79,  compared  to  that  of  1977/78.  Pakistan's 
cotton  production  was  revised  downward  from  2.6 
million  bales  to  2.2  million  several  months  ago. 


Production  Drops  in  1978/79 

World  production  in  the  1978/79  marketing  year 
is  expected  to  reach  60.1  million  bales  (480  lb  net), 
about  5  percent  below  last  year's  output  of  63.5 
million.  Foreign  production  increased  slightly  this 
year  to  49.2  milhon  bales,  compared  with  49.1 
million  in  1977/78.  World  cotton  area  decreased  to 
31.6  million  hectares,  reflecting  the  depressed  cotton 
prices  prior  to  planting. 

U.S.  production  dropped  from  14.4  million  bales 
last  year  to  10.8  million  this  year  and  was  largely 
responsible  for  the  world  cotton  production  decline. 
The  U.S.  crop  was  Umited  by  low  yields  (2.17  bales 
per  hectare  in  1978/79  versus  2.68  in  1977/78),  as 
well  as  reduced  area.  Yields  in  California,  New 
Mexico,  Texas,  and  Oklahoma  were  hit  the  hardest. 

Argentina  has  also  experienced  a  significant  revi- 
sion in  the  1978/79  production  estimate,  up  from 
950,000  bales  to  1.1  million,  as  a  result  of  a  greater 
than  anticipated  shift  from  sunflower  to  cotton  in  the 
Chaco  area.  The  revised  estimate  puts  Argentina's 
1978/79  output  about  50,000  bales  above  last  year's 
level. 

Although  cotton  production  estimates  for  the 
USSR  have  fluctuated  slightly,  the  figure  remains  at 
12.5  milhon  bales.  The  USSR  harvest  battled  early 
freezes  and  snow,  and  in  some  cases  harvesters 
reportedly  picked  cotton  bolls  off  the  ground  in  an 
attempt  to  salvage  as  much  cotton  as  possible.  The 
crop  got  off  to  a  late  start  because  of  excessive  spring 
rains,  enjoyed  excellent  weather  through  the  summer, 
and  then  ran  inj^  unfavorable  harvesting  conditions. 

In  Africa,  Egypt's  crop  expectations  have  im- 
proved to  1,860,000  bales,  slightly  above  1977/78 
production.  A  long,  warm  growing  season  and  effec- 
tive pest  control  produced  Egypt's  best  cotton  yield 
in  15  years.  Production  indications  in  other  African 
cotton-producing  countries  show  little  change  in  this 
year's  estimates,  which  are  also  in  line  with  last  year's 
output. 

One  of  Asia's  largest  producers,  India,  is  expected 
to  have  a  large  crop  this  year  because  of  improved 


Consumption  Slightly  Stronger  in  1978/79 

World  cotton  consumption  in  1978/79  is  presently 
estimated  at  61.9  million  bales,  almost  2  percent 
above  last  year's  level  of  60.8  milhon.  Foreign 
consumption  is  expected  to  rise  about  2  percent 
above  last  year's  to  55.6  million  bales;  U.S.  con- 
sumption may  drop  nearly  4  percent  to  6.3  milhon. 

U.S.  cotton  utilization  has  been  cut  back  because 
of  growing  cotton  textile  imports.  Cotton  has  also 
lost  some  of  the  expanding  domestic  textile  market 
to  manmades,  which  have  had  a  price  advantage  and, 
in  some  cases,  technical  preferences.  Elsewhere  in  the 
Western  Hemisphere,  Canada's  textile  industry  is 
apparently  experiencing  some  pickup  in  demand, 
leading  to  increased  consumption,  estimated  at 
260,000  bales.  Brazil's  consumption  prospects  have 
strengthened  to  2.3  million  bales.  The  country's 
textile  industry  continues  to  expand,  utilizing  its 
cotton  production  and  gaining  export  value  by 
shipping  finished  and  semi-finished  products  instead 
of  raw  cotton.  Brazil's  textile  industry  may  eventu- 
ally expand  to  the  point  that  the  country  becomes  a 
net  cotton  importer.  Mexico  is  also  showing  signs  of 
stronger  cotton  uptake,  as  the  consumption  estimate 
has  been  raised  from  750,000  bales  to  800,000,  9 
percent  above  1977/78's  level  of  735,000  bales. 

Although  no  recent  major  revisions  have  been 
made  in  Asian  cotton  consumption  estimates,  this 
region  should  show  the  largest  increase  in  consump- 
tion this  season.  Korea,  India,  Japan,  Taiwan,  and 
Thailand  are  expected  to  utilize  more  cotton.  Because 
of  their  competitive  prices,  Korean  finished  and 
semi-finished  cotton  textile  exports  have  been  in 
strong  demand.  The  Government  even  had  to  restrict 
the  export  of  some  cotton  yarns  for  a  short  time  so 
that  domestic  needs  could  be  satisfied.  India's  larger 
offtake  of  cotton  is  chiefly  a  result  of  the  large 
1978/79  crop.  The  two,  traditionally  large  cotton 
markets,  Japan  and  Taiwan,  are  expected  to  increase 
cotton  consumption,  in  the  wake  of  strengthened 
domestic  and  export  demand  for  cotton  textile 
goods.  Although  China  is  not  expected  to  greatly 
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expand  cotton  consumption-1 2.2  million  bales  in 
1978/79  compared  with  12.1  million  last  year-it 
may  expand  consumption  in  the  future  in  order  to 
export  finished  products,  thereby  building  foreign 
exchange. 

West  European  cotton  use  will  probably  remain 
near  the  1977/78  level.  This  season's  consumption 
estimates  for  Germany,  Spain,  and  the  United 
Kingdom  have  been  revised  downward,  as  cotton 
offtake  will  be  more  limited  by  textile  imports  and 
lower  retail  demand  than  anticipated.  However, 
Germany  and  the  United  Kingdom  are  still  expected 
to  consume  more  cotton  lint  in  1978/79  than  in 
1977/78,  as  the  new  MFA  has  helped  to  hmit 
lower-priced  textile  imports. 

No  major  revisions  have  been  made  in  the  1978/79 
consumption  estimates  for  African  countries.  Egypt  is 
the  only  nation  whose  consumption  made  a  major 
increase  over  last  year's-1.38  miUion  bales  in 
1978/79  compared  with  1.31  million  in  1977/78. 

Stocks  to  Decline  In  1978/79 

World  cotton  stocks  are  expected  to  decrease  2.2 
million  bales  during  this  season  to  about  22.2  million. 
However,  this  is  still  above  the  low  August  1,  1977, 
level  of  21.2  milhon  bales.  Foreign  stocks  will  likely 
decline  about  900,000  bales  to  around  18.1  million. 
This  would  be  the  lowest  foreign  stock  level  since 
1971. 

Wide  swings  in  U.S.  production  in  recent  years 
have  resulted  in  substantial  changes  in  U.S.  cotton 
stocks.  The  level  has  varied  from  5.7  million  bales  in 
1975  to  2.9  million  in  1977  and  back  to  5.3  milhon 
on  August  1,  1978.  With  strong  export  demand  and 
smaller  1978/79  production,  stocks  may  fall  to  4.1 
milhon  bales  by  August  1,  1979. 

Stocks  in  Communist  countries  have  apparently 
declined  sharply  since  1975,  when  they  were  8.3 
miUion  bales,  and  are  projected  to  reach  4.5  million 
by  August  1,  1979.  Most  of  this  decline  has  occurred 
in  China,  where  stocks  are  believed  to  be  near  the 
minimum  level  required  to  keep  mills  operating. 

Non-Communist  importing  countries  are  expected 
to  maintain  stocks  near  the  1978  level  of  6.1  milUon 
bales.  Higher  cotton  prices  will  probably  prevent 
importers  from  increasing  stocks  any  further  during 
1978/79.  When  demand  strengthens,  importing  coun- 
tries normally  tend  to  increase  stocks.  The  projected 
level  would  equal  about  a  3.6  month  requirement, 
compared  to  3.8  months  in  1978  and  3.0  months  in 
1977. 

Exporting  countries  in  general  are  expected  to 
reduce  stocks  during  1978/79  and  take  advantage  of 
higher  prices.  Turkey  will  likely  show  the  greatest 


decline  in  stocks,  but  other  net  exporting  countries 
may  also  reduce  stocks,  including  Nigeria,  Pakistan, 
and  Sudan. 


Cotton  Trade  Expands 

World  cotton  trade  for  1978/79  is  estimated  at 
19.6  milUon  bales,  well  above  the  19.0  milhon  moved 
last  season  and  the  17.6  milhon  shipped  in  1976/77. 
Demand  has  been  especially  strong  this  season  from 
China,  Japan,  and  Korea.  Larger  supplies  were  avail- 
able this  season  not  only  in  the  United  States  but  also 
in  a  number  of  foreign  exporting  countries. 

Exports  from  non-Communist  exporting  countries 
for  1978/79  are  estimated  at  8.9  milhon  bales, 
compared  with  8.8  million  last  season.  With  cotton 
production  greatly  increased,  both  Argentina  and 
Paraguay  are  expanding  shipments.  Smaller  exports 
from  Pakistan  and  Turkey  more  than  offset  larger 
shipments  from  Israel  and  Greece.  India's  larger  crop 
should  allow  exports  to  reach  250,000  bales  this 
season,  compared  with  only  10,000  bales  in  1977/78. 

China  is  expected  to  take  about  2.1  million  bales 
of  cotton  this  season.  Other  larger  Asian  markets, 
such  as  Japan,  Korea,  and  Hong  Kong,  are  ex- 
periencing strong  demand  for  textile  products.  Cot- 
ton imports  by  Western  Europe  are  estimated  at  5.0 
million  bales,  down  from  5.3  million  last  season. 

The  official  USDA  export  commitment-including 
exports  plus  outstanding  sales-as  of  January  21 
totaled  5.3  million  running  bales,  slightly  above  the 
year-ago  level.  Sales  were  slow  from  mid-December  to 
mid-January  as  the  U.S.  spot  market  price  slipped. 
Shipments  in  the  first  5  months  were  nearly  50 
percent  ahead  of  the  same  months  in  1977/78.  U.S. 
cotton  prices  continue  to  be  competitive  and  addi- 
tional sales  are  expected. 

Demand  Pushes  Prices  Up 

During  the  first  part  of  1978/79,  cotton  prices 
strengthened  in  response  to  stronger  demand,  re- 
flected in  large  purchases  and  concern  over  the 
possibility  of  a  short  crop.  The  Northern  Europe 
Index  "A",  c.i.f.,  (SM  1-1/16),  rose  from  a  monthly 
average  of  71.91  cents  per  pound  in  July  to  a  peak  of 
79.38  cents  in  November.  The  highest  weekly  average 
price  was  80.6  cents  per  pound  in  the  week  ending 
November  30.  Since  November,  prices  have  weak- 
ened, dropping  to  75.6  cents  per  pound  the  week 
ending  January  18,  1979. 

One  reason  for  the  price  drop  has  been  the 
relatively  inactive  market.  China,  seen  as  a  major 
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factor  this  year,  was  not  as  active  from  mid-December 
to  mid-January.  Most  of  the  Central  and  South 
American  cotton  has  already  been  committed  and 
buyers  are  holding  off  further  purchases  to  com- 
pletely review  their  needs  and  the  final  cotton 
production  situation. 

USSR  actions  have  also  affected  price.  Although 
Soviet  cotton  has  not  recently  been  transacted  in 
large  volume,  USSR  cotton  prices  are  lower  and  are 
now  one  of  the  five  types  in  the  Index  "A"  price.  The 
USSR  had  previously  set  prices  fairly  high,  probably 


waiting  the  outcome  of  this  season's  troubled  crop, 
which  now  appears  will  offer  export  potential. 

U.S.  cotton  prices  have  kept  well  in  line  with 
world  prices,  following  a  similar  trend  and  enabling 
U.S  cotton  to  be  quite  competitive  worldwide.  U.S. 
cotton  growths  have  been  included  in  the  Northern 
Europe  Index  "A"  throughout  the  season.  The  U.S. 
Memphis  SM  1-1/16  price  rose  from  a  July  monthly 
average  of  71.38  cents  per  pound  to  79.4  cents  in 
November.  The  price  has  since  decreased  to  73.75 
cents  per  pound  for  the  week  ending  January  1  8.

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U.S.  COTTON  EXPORTS  STRONG  IN  DECEMBER 


U.S.  cotton  exports  totaled  464,000  running  bales  in  December  1978,  up  from 
November  shipments  of  355,000,  but  down  slightly  from  the  December  1977  level 
of  496,000  bales.    Japan  was  the  largest  market  in  December,  with  shipments 
of  143,000  bales.    Korea  was  second,  taking  95,000  bales.    Exports  to  China  were 
25,000  bales.    With  December  cotton  shipments  to  Europe  and  the  Western  Hem- 
isphere up  65  percent  above  those  of  November,  Asia's  market  share  declined 
slightly  to  81  percent. 

Cumulative  U.S.  cotton  exports  for  1978/79  total  2.0  million  bales,  nearly 
50  percent  above  those  during  the  first  5  months  of  1977/78.    In  order  to 
achieve  the  season's  projected  level  of  5.7-million  running  bales,  exports 
from  January  through  July  must  average  about  537,000  bales  monthly.  Last 
year  during  this  period  exports  averaged  about  595,000  bales  per  month. 

Cumulative  U.S.  cotton  exports  to  Asia  stand  at  1.65  million  bales  this 
year,  57  percent  ahead  of  the  1977/78  pace.    Two  factors  behind  this  increase 
are  the  stronger  Japanese  domestic  textile  market  and  Korea's  continued 
expansion  in  exports  of  finished  and  unfinished  textile  products.    U.S.  cotton 
shipments  to  all  other  regions  of  the  world  are  also  ahead  of  last  year's  pace. 

Total  commitments  of  U.S.  cotton  for  marketing  year  1978/79  as  of  February  4 
were  5.52  million  running  bales,  with  outstanding  sales  of  2.86  million.  A 
year  ago,  total  commitments  equaled  5.43  million,  and  outstanding  sales  were 
3.5  million  running  bales.    The  large  amount  of  outstanding  sales  at  this  time 
last  year  and  the  rebuilding  of  foreign  mill  stocks  influenced  the  heavy 
exports  during  the  latter  portion  of  the  marketing  year.    Although  this  season's 
outstanding  sales  are  below  those  of  last  year,  a  strong  export  performance 
during  the  remaining  months  of  the  marketing  season  will  be  necessary  to  achieve 
the  export  estimate  of  5.7  million  running  bales.

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U.S.  COTTON  EXPORTS  REMAIN  LARGE  IN  JANUARY 


The  United  States  exported  517,000  running  bales  of  cotton  in  January, 
down  slightly  from  the  521,000  bales  shipped  in  January  1978.  Cumula- 
tive exports  for  August  through  January  were  2,531,000  bales,  35  per- 
cent larger  than  those  of  the  first  half  of  the  1977/78  season.  Heavy 
shipments  continue  to  reflect  the  large  sales  made  earlier  in  the  sea-  , 
son.    U.S.  cotton  has  been  very  competitive  in  world  markets  as  most 
Central  American  cotton  has  been  committed  and  Soviet  offers  remain  on 
the  high  side.    Harvest  has  started  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere  and 
shortage  of  moisture  has  reduced  production  estimates  in  Argentina  and 
Brazi 1 . 

Japan  was  the  largest  U.S.  market  in  January,  taking  134,000  bales,  well 
above  exports  to  the  second  largest  market,  Korea.    For  the  first  half 
of  the  season,  Japan  was  also  No.  1,  edging  out  Korea.    The  shipments 
to  Japan  reflect  not  only  smal ler-than-expected  purchases  from  the  USSR 
but  also  the  strength  of  the  Japanese  yen.    The  January  total  for  U.S. 
cotton  exports  was  also  boosted  by  the  first  shipments  this  season  to 
Egypt.    Exports  to  other  regions  were  slightly  less  than  those  of  a 
year  ago. 

The  1978/79  export  commitment,  including  exports  plus  outstanding  sales, 
totaled  5.8  million  bales  as  of  February  18.    Also,  456,900  bales  have 
been  sold  for  shipment  in  1979/80.    Sales  during  the  2  weeks  ending 
February  11  and  18  were  at  the  highest  level  this  season.    The  commit- 
ment for  1978/79  exceeds  the  estimated  export  level  of  5.7  million 
running  bales  (6.0  million  bales  of  480  lb  net).    Futher  sales  are 
expected  as  the  unshipped  portion  of  export  sales  carried  over  into 
the  new  season  has  averaged  nearly  800,000  bales  during  the  past  five 
seasons .

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U.S.  COTTON  EXPORTS  ROSE  IN  FEBRUARY  1979 


U.S.  cotton  exports  in  February  were  577,000  running  bales,  15  percent  larger 
than  a  year  ago  and  well  above  the  January  exports  of  517,000  bales.  Cumula- 
tive shipment  for  August-February  totaled  3.1  million  bales,  compared  with 
2.4  million  during  the  same  period  last  season.    In  SDite  of  complaints  of 
delayed  shipments  because  of  a  shortage  of  rail  and  truck  transportation  and 
some  backup  at  compresses,  the  February  export  level  was  the  largest  monthly 
movement  since  April  1978. 

Exports  to  Asian  countries  accounted  for  over  81  percent  of  the  February  exports 
Japan  continued  as  the  No.  1  market,  with  Korea  second,  and  China  third.  Februa 
exports  to  China,  at  85,000  bales,  were  the  largest  monthly  shipments  to  that 
country  this  season.    U.S.  cotton  has  been  very  competitive  in  Japan  this  sea- 
son.   Strong  demand,  combined  with  reduced  offers  of  Soviet  cotton,  has  bene- 
fited U.S.  exports  to  Japan  with  cumulative  exports  for  the  first  7  months  at 
711,000  bales ,  more  than  200,000  bales  above  those  of  the  same  period  last  sea- 
son. 


Shipments  to  Europe  si ipped  some  in  February,  and  shipments  to  Canada  also  fell 
below  the  year-ago  pace.    However,  exports  to  Africa  increased,  as  30,000  bales 
were  shipped  to  Egypt. 

The  1978/79  commitment,  including  exports  plus  outstanding  sales,  totaled  6.3 
million  bales  as  of  March  25.  An  additional  842,000  bales  have  been  sold  for 
1979/80  shipment.  Sales  during  the  past  month  have  been  very  heavy  as  prices 
tended  to  stabilize  following  the  downward  movement  of  the  past  few  months. 
The  1978/79  commitment  exceeds  the  estimated  export  level  of  5.7  million  run- 
ning bales  (6.0  million  480-1  b  net  bales).  However,  the  unshipped  portion  of 
export  sales  carried  into  the  new  season  has  averaged  800,000  bales  annually 
during  the  past  5  years.

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As  the  1978/  79  season  progresses,  the  tightening  supply 
of  cotton  in  the  world  in  relation  to  demand  becomes  more 
accentuated.  Crops  in  some  Southern  Hemisphere  coun- 
tries are  smaller  than  previously  anticipated,  as  was  the  case 
earlier  in  a  number  of  Northern  Hemisphere  countries. 
Meanwhile,  cotton  consumption  has  continued  to  rise, 
especially  in  the  Far  East.  This  combination  of 
circumstances  is  resulting  in  a  sharp  drawdown  in  global 
stocks  and  near-record  world  trade. 

Ordinarily,  tightening  supplies  and  increased  demand 
would  cause  upward  pressure  on  prices.  However,  this  has 
not  been  the  case;  in  fact,  world  prices  have  declined  since 
November,  1978.  This  can  be  traced  in  large  measure  to 
prospects  for  a  larger  world  crop  in  1979/80,  and 
apprehension  about  the  general  economic  situation  and 
textile  activity  later  this  year. 

Foreign  cotton  area  for  1979/80  is  forecast  at  27  million 
hectares,  up  less  than  1  percent  from  the  1978/79  level. 
South  American  area  is  expected  to  show  the  greatest 
increase,  influenced  considerably  by  a  recovery  in  Colom- 
bia. Area  may  decline  in  Europe  and  Asia  due  chiefly  to  an 
expected  reduction  in  India.  The  Soviet  Union  cotton  area 
is  projected  to  increase  about  1  percent,  but  area  in  China 
could  tall  short  of  the  1978/79  level. 

World  1978/79  cotton  production  is  estimated  at  59.9 
million  bales,  down  6  percent  from  the  1977/78  level. 
Production  estimates  have  been  revised  downward  for 
several  countries  including  Argentina,  Brazil,  Nicaragua, 
and  Peru.  Estimates  have  been  raised  for  Egypt  and  China. 

World  cotton  consumption  during  1978/79  may  exceed 
the  record  62.2  million  bales  consumed  in  1973/74. 
Demand  is  strongest  in  Asian  cotton  importing  countries, 
especially  Japan  and  China.  Consumption  in  Europe  could 
improve  slightly  in  1978/79,  but  decline  slightly  in  the 
United  States. 

The  relatively  strong  world  demand  combined  with  the 
sharp  drop  in  1978/  79  production  may  cut  stocks  to  about 
21.3  million  bales,  down  2.8  million  from  this  season's 
beginning  level.  The  sharpest  decline  is  occurring  in  the 
United    States,   with    other   exporting   countries  also 


experiencing  a  pulldown  of  stocks.  Chinese  stocks 
apparently  are  continuing  to  decline. 

Cotton  trade  worldwide  during  1978/79  will  likely 
expand  about  900,000  bales  to  20. 1  million.  Shipments  to 
China  are  projected  at  2.3  million  bales,  700,000  bales 
above  the  1977/78  level.  U.S.  exports  are  estimated  at  6.3 
million  bales,  well  above  the  5.5  million  shipped  in  1977/78. 

The  Northern  European  Index  "A"  was  around  73  cents 
per  pound  in  early  April,  well  below  last  November's  season 
high  of  79  cents. 

Larger  1979/80  Cotton  Area 

World  cotton  area  in  1979/80  is  projected  at  32.4  million 
hectares,  about  2  percent  above  the  31.8  million  harvested 
in  1978/79.  Foreign  area  is  expected  to  increase  less  than  I 
percent,  because  the  price  decline  since  the  end  of  1978 
apparently  has  caused  producers  to  limit  expansion  plans. 
The  April  Prospective  Plantings  report  indicates  that  U.S. 
farmers  intend  to  plant  5.8  million  hectares,  8  percent  more 
than  in  1978. 

Foreign  production  could  total  49  to  52  million  bales, 
assuming  a  return  to  more  normal  yields  from  the  relatively 
low  level  of  1978.  The  1979  forecast  compares  with  49.1 
million  bales  produced  in  1978/79.  Cotton  planting  is  well 
underway  in  most  Northern  Hemisphere  countries,  and 
moisture  conditions  appear  to  be  generally  more  favorable 
than  at  this  time  last  season,  especially  in  China  which  has 
suffered  severe  drought  the  past  2  seasons.  Production 
costs  are  rising  rapidly  and  labor  shortages  have  caused 
some  producers  to  shift  to  other  crops.  However,  the  main

Cotton  area  in  the  Soviet  Union  is  expected  to  expand 
about  1  percent  in  1979/80.  The  water  supply  for  irrigation 
reportedly  is  good.  Planting  was  somewhat  late  because  of 
could  weather  and  rain,  however,  conditions  improved  and 
most  of  the  crop  was  planted  by  the  last  week  of  April. 

Cotton  area  in  China  may  decline  slightly  from  the  4.4 
million  hectares  estimated  for  1978/79.  Some  land  is 
apparently  being  shifted  from  cotton  to  grains  because, 
even  with  the  price  increase  last  year,  cotton  is  still  less 
profitable  than  grain.  This  has  apparently  led  the  Govern- 
ment to  increase  1 979  cotton  prices  by  15  percent.  Moisture 
conditions  in  1979  are  better  than  in  the  past  2  years  and  if 
adequate  rains  fall  during  the  growing  season,  cotton 
production  could  exceed  the  revised  estimated  1978/79 
level  of  9.8  million  bales. 

The  record  1978/79  cotton  crop  in  India  has  placed 
pressure  on  prices,  which  could  result  in  1979/ 80  cotton 
area  falling  short  of  the  7.8  million  hectares  planted  in  1978. 
The  Indian  Government  is  attempting  to  encourage  cotton 
production.  The  favorable  weather  conditions  of  1978/79 
may  not  be  repeated  in  1979/80,  which  could  result  in  a  dip 
in  cotton  production. 

Cotton  area  in  Pakistan  will  likely  be  maintained  near 
the  1978/  79  level  of  1.9  million  hectares.  With  greater  use  of 
fertilizer  and  pesticides,  officials  hope  the  yields  can  be 
improved  and  a  much  larger  crop  harvested  in  1979/80. 

Greek  cotton  producers  expect  to  reduce  area  about  16 
percent  in  1979/80.  Labor  shortages  are  causing  some  pro- 
ducers to  switch  from  cotton  to  less  labor-intensive  crops 
such  as  wheat.  The  share  of  the  crop  harvested 
mechanically  has  increased  sharply  in  recent  years. 


Planting  is  under  way  in  Egypt  and  the  area  is  expected  to 
be  slightly  larger  than  the  500,000  hectares  harvested  in 
1978/79.  However,  the  ideal  weather  conditions,  which 
resulted  in  record  yields  in  1978/79,  may  not  be  repeated 
this  season. 

The  early  cotton  crop  in  Mexico  has  been  seeded  and 
conditions  have  generally  been  favorable.  Area  is  pro- 
jected at  about  380,000  hectares,  7  percent  above  the 
1978/79  level.  Area  in  Guatemaie  is  expected  to  increase 
about  10  percent,  while  area  in  Nicaragua  could  decline 
because  of  the  unstable  political  situation. 

The  outlook  in  South  America  is  for  a  substantial 
recovery  in  Colombia's  area,  which  was  reduced  by  drought 
last  year,  and  for  some  possible  expansion  in  Brazil  and 
Peru. 

The  United  States  prospective  area  of  5.8  million 
hectares  is  8  percent  above  the  1978/  79  level  and  2  percent 
greater  than  January  intentions.  Adequate  moisture  in 
Texas  has  encouraged  a  switch  from  grain  sorghum  to 
cotton.  Area  in  the  Delta  is  expected  to  be  1  percent  above 
the  1978/79  level,  but  is  4  percent  below  January  intentions 
as  a  result  of  strong  competition  from  soybeans.  Rain 
continues  to  delay  field  work,  which  is  as  much  as  2  weeks 
behind  schedule  in  some  area.  Planting  is  progressing  well 
elsewhere,  although  wet  soils  have  restricted  seeding  in 
California's  San  Joaquin  Valley. 

1978/79  Production  Revised 

World  cotton  production  in  1978/  79  is  estimated  at  59.9 
million  bales,  down  sharply  from  the  63.9  million  pro- 
duced in  1977/78  and  slightly  below  the  February  esti- 
mate. Unfavorable  weather  conditions  in  recent  months 
have  resulted  in  lower  prodution  estimates  in  several 
Southern  Hemisphere  countries,  including  Argentina, 
Brazil,  Nicaragua,  and  Peru.  However,  estimates  have  been 
revised  upward  in  Egypt  and  China. 

World  cotton  area  for  1978/79  is  placed  at  31.8  million 
hectares,  2.4  percent  below  the  1977/78  level.  The  main 
adjustment  since  February  is  a  270,000-hectare  increase  in 
India's  cotton  area. 

Argentine  production  is  expected  to  total  only  850,000 
bales,  sharply  below  earlier  projections  for  an  increase  over 
the  1,056,000  bales  harvested  in  1977/78.  Persistent  dry 
conditions  during  January  in  the  main  growing  Provinces 
of  Chaco  and  Formosa  retarded  growth  and  reduced  early 
flowering.  Rains  at  the  end  of  January  and  early  February 
helped  the  second  flowering  stage,  but  also  resulted  in  a 
high  incidence  of  insect  damage.  The  rains  delayed  harvest, 
with  only  20  percent  harvested  by  mid-March,  well  below 
normal. 

Cotton  production  in  Brazil  is  estimated  at  2,390,000 
bales  based  on  a  Government  forecast  released  April  6.  The 
Northeast  crop  totaled  815,000  bales  and  the  South  Brazil 
crop  is  currently  estimated  at  1,575,000  bales.  The  area 
estimate  has  been  reduced  and  is  about  8  percent  below  last 
season's.  However,  a  new  variety  of  seed  (IAC-17)  was 
reportedly  used  to  plant  50  percent  of  the  area,  and  is 
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claimed  to  have  the  potential  to  increase  yields  by  as  much 
as  20  percent. 

Nicaragus's  crop  has  been  revised  down  to  525,000  bales. 
While  weather  conditions  were  faily  favorable,  the  20 
percent  decline  in  area  was  too  much  to  overcome.  The 
harvesting  period  lasted  a  little  longer  this  year  because  of  a 
shortage  of  labor,  but  this  apparently  had  little  effect  on 
quality  or  quantity- 
Peru's  cotton  production  estimate  has  been  reduced 
358,000  bales,  as  drought  adversely  affected  the  Tanguis 
crop  in  the  valleys  of  ICA,  Nazca,  and  Palpa. 

The  cotton  production  estimate  for  China  is  9.8  million 
bales  for  1978  79  and  9.4  million  for  1977/  78;  both 
estimates  represent  a  200,000-bale  increase  over  previous 
estimates.  While  firm  statistics  are  not  available,  more 
information  is  being  released  on  crops  in  various  provinces. 

Egypt's  cotton  crop  continued  to  improve  and  the  third 
official  estimate  for  1978/  79  was  about  2  million  bales.  The 
very  favorable  growing  season  and  an  effective  insect 
control  program  combined  to  boost  yields  to  the  highest 
level  in  15  years. 

Reports  from  Sudan  indicate  that  the  delay  in  planting 
the  crop  last  spring  because  of  flooding,  drastically  reduced 
yields  and  the  crop  is  estimated  at  only  600,000  bales,  com- 
pared with  1977  78  production  of  775,000  bales. 

1978/79  Consumption  Expands 

World  cotton  consumption  for  1978/79  continues  to 
show  improvement  and  may  reach  62.4  million  bales,  1.6 
million  above  the  1977/78  level  and  also  above  the  pre- 
vious record  of  62.2  million  consumed  in  1973/74.  While 
consumption  in  Europe  may  show  a  slight  improvement, 
the  main  expansion  is  occurring  in  Asia,  especially  Japan, 
Korea,  and  China. 

In  the  United  States,  1978/79  consumption  has  been 
running  at  a  rate  below  last  season's  6.5  million  bales,  but 
has  shown  signs  of  improvement  in  recent  months.  Use  this 
season  is  estimated  at  6.3  million  bales.  The  two  main 
factors  responsible  for  the  early-season  weakness  in 
consumption  were  the  record  flow  of  cotton  textile  imports 
and  reduced  demand  for  denim  and  other  heavyweight 
woven  fabrics.  The  raw  cotton  equivalent  of  imported  tex- 
tiles was  1.8  million  bales  in  calendar  1978,  26  percent 
above  the  1977  level.  The  raw  cotton  equivalent  of  U.S. 
cotton  textile  exports  was  nearly  740,000  bales  in  1978, 
30,000  bel  ow  the  1977  level.  Therefore,  the  trade  deficit  m 
cotton  textiles  amounted  to  a  record  1  million  bales  of  raw 
cotton  in  1978.  Hong  Kong  was  the  leading  source  of  cotton 
textiles.  China  became  the  No.  2  supplier,  with  shipments  in 
1978  double  the  1977  level. 

The  slowdown  in  demand  for  denim  appeared  more  an 
adjustment  in  stocks  at  the  wholesale  and  retail  levels  than  a 
decline  in  the  consumer  demand  for  denims.  With  these 
stocks  worked  down,  mill  demand  has  improved  again  and 
this  is  expected  to  continue  the  remainder  of  1 978  /  79.  The 
spot  market  average  price  for  SLM  1-1/16  has  declined  7 
cents  since  early  January  and  as  of  April  18  was  57  cents  per 


pound.  This,  combined  with  announced  price  increases  lor 
polyester  staple  of  about  3  cents  per  pound  effective  March 
I  and  another  5  cents  effective  May  I,  should  improve  the 
competitiveness  of  cotton  with  manmade  fibers. 

Cotton  consumption  in  Central  and  South  America 
generally  showed  little  change  from  the  1977/78  level  in 
countries  that  produce  mainly  for  domestic  consumption. 
However,  use  in  Brazil  and  Mexico  expanded  primarily 
because  of  growing  textile  exports. 

Mill  consumption  in  Western  Europe  is  expected  to 
increase  nearly  200,000  bales  in  1978/79.  The  general 
improvement  in  overall  textile  demand  and  limitations  on 
the  growth  rate  of  textile  imports  are  helping  the  domestic 
textile  industries.  The  greatest  growth  is  occurring  in  Italy 
and  France,  with  most  other  countries  showing  modest 
increases. 

Far  Eastern  countries  indicate  the  largest  rise  in  cotton 
consumption,  with  the  total  for  Asia  estimated  at  17.5 
million  bales,  compared  with  16.7  million  in  1977/78. 

Mill  consumption  in  India  is  expected  to  reach  5.8 
million  bales,  including  noncommercial  use.  The  country's 
record  cotton  production  has  resulted  in  low  prices  for 
domestic  cotton.  Duties  on  manmade  fibers  have  been 
increased  and  the  selling  prices  have  also  risen,  making 
cotton  more  competitive.  The  removal  of  the  requirement 
that  mills  use  10  percent  manmade  fibers  has  also  streng- 
thened the  demand  for  cotton.  Consumption  of  manmade 
fibers  in  1978/79  may  decline  to  about  half  the  1977/78 
level. 

Stronger  domestic  demand  for  textiles  in  Japan  is 
boosting  cotton  consumption  to  nearly  2.9  million  bales, 
about  200,000  above  last  season.  Korean  use  continues  to 
expand  because  of  strong  export  demand  for  cotton 
textiles. 

Cotton  consumption  in  1978/79  is  expected  to  change 
little  in  most  Communist  countries,  including  the  Soviet 
Union.  The  estimate  for  1978/79  consumption  in  China  has 
been  increased,  based  partially  on  the  large  quantity  of 
cotton  being  imported.  Raw  cotton  imports  by  China  are 
now  estimated  at  2.3  million  bales  for  1978/79,  compared 
with  a  revised  1.6  million  estimate  for  1977/78. 

Stocks  Dropping  in  1978/79 

World  cotton  stocks  are  expected  to  decline  2.9  million 
bales  during  the  1978/79  season  to  about  21.3  million.  This 
would  still  be  about  2  percent  above  the  recent  low  of  20.9 
million  bales  on  August  1,  1977.  However,  foreign  stocks 
may  drop  to  17.9  million  bales,  the  lowest  since  1971. 

U.S.  cotton  stocks  are  projected  to  fall  to  about  3.7 
million  bales  by  August  1,  1979.  Stocks,  which  sank  to  a 
2.9-million-bale  low  on  August  1,  1977,  were  rebuilt  during 
1977/78  as  a  result  of  the  large  U.S.  cotton  crop.  Smaller 
1978/79  production,  plus  strong  export  demand,  has 
reduced  stocks  by  an  estimated  1 .6  million  bales  during  the 
current  season.  With  1979's  generally  favorable  weather 
conditions  boosting  production  prospects,  U.S.  stocks  may 
again  be  rebuilt  in  1979/80. 
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Stocks  in  non-Communist  exporting  countries  are 
expected  to  reflect  the  strong  export  demand  and  will  be 
reduced  in  1978/79  by  nearly  1  million  bales.  Countreis 
showing  the  greatest  reduction  include  Turkey,  Mexico, 
and  Argentina.  Importing  countreis  are  expected  to  hold 
stocks  below  the  5.7-million-bale  estimate  for  August  1, 
1978.  These  countries  are  buying  heavily  in  the  U.S.  market 
and  a  large  share  of  cotton  mill  needs  for  early  1979/ 80  may 
be  supplied  by  the  United  States. 

Cotton  stocks  in  Communist  countreis  appear  to  be 
declining  again  this  season,  as  China  suffered  a  second  year 
of  drought  in  1978/  79  and  the  crop  in  the  Soviet  Union  was 
slightly  below  expectations.  Stocks  in  Comminist  countries 
reached  a  peak  in  1975  and  1976,  estimated  at  8.3  million 
bales.  Based  on  current  projections,  they  could  fall  below  5 
million  by  August  1,  1979. 

Cotton  Trade  Looks  Strong 

World  cotton  trade  for  1978/79  is  estimated  at  20.1 
million  bales,  well  above  the  estimated  19.2  million  shipped 
in  1977/78.  Demand  for  U.S.  cotton  continues  strong. 

Import  demand  this  season  has  strengthened 
considerably,  especially  in  Asian  countries.  As  indicated 
earlier,  China  is  expected  to  import  a  total  of  about  2.3 
million  bales,  well  above  the  1.6  million  taken  in  1977/78. 
U.S.  sales  to  China  totaled  over  650,000  running  bales  for 
1978/  79  as  of  April  8,  compared  with  1977/  78  U.S.  exports 
to  China  of  414,000  running  bales  in  1977/78.  Japan  also 
appears  to  be  importing  more  cotton  than  in  1977/78. 

Exporting  countries,  in  general,  are  expanding  cotton 
exports  this  season  as  much  as  their  cotton  supplies  will 
permit.  Among  these  are  Argentina,  Mexico,  and  Egypt. 
However,  several  countreis — including  Nicaragua,  Iran, 
and  Sudan — are  expected  to  have  lower  exports  this  year 
than  in  1977/78  because  of  reduced  crops.  The  Soviet 
Union  has  been  inactive  in  West  European  markets  most  of 
this  season,  so  its  projected  1978/79  exports  may  decline 
sharply. 


The  U.S.  export  estimate  has  recently  been  increased  to 
6.3  million  bales,  compared  with  5.5  million  in  1977/78  and 
the  previous  1978/79  estimate  of  6.0  million.  Commit- 
ments for  1978/79,  including  exports  and  unshipped  sales, 
totaled  6.9  million  bales  as  of  April  15,  1979.  Sales  have 
continued  heavy  in  recent  months.  Weekly  exports  have 
also  been  large  in  spite  of  some  difficulties  in  moving  cotton 
from  interior  points  to  overseas  destinations.  Exports 
should  remain  heavy  during  the  remaining  months  of 
1978/79. 


Prices  Sag  Further 

Cotton  prices  have  continually  declined  since  peaking 
last  November.  The  Northern  European  Index  "A" 
averaged  79.38  cents  per  pound  in  November  1978  but  had 
declined  to  73  cents  by  mid-April,  a  seasonal  low.  Prices  of 
U.S.  cotton  in  foreign  markets  have  generally  followed  the 
same  pattern.  At  least  one  of  the  U.S.  growths  has  been 
included  during  most  of  the  season  in  the  five  lowest  prices 
used  to  calculate  the  Index  "A".  The  Russian  Pervyi  has 
been  priced  as  much  as  4  cents  per  pound  above  U.S.  cotton 
since  last  July.  Sales  of  U.S.  cotton  in  Europe  and  Japan 
appear  to  have  benefited. 

In  the  Osaka  market,  U.S.  Arizona  SM  1-1/16  was 
quoted  in  early  April  at  75.5  cents  per  pound,  compared 
with  69.25  cents  in  April  1978.  In  addition  to  the  U.S. 
cotton,  only  cotton  from  Mexico  and  Guatemala  has  been 
quoted  regularly  in  recent  weeks.  While  Pakistani 
exporters  have  requested  Government  approval  to  export 
more  cotton,  the  export  ban  initiated  in  December  1978  is 
still  in  effect. 

The  average  price  in  the  10  designated  U.S.  spot  markets 
declined  in  March  for  the  fourth  consecutive  month.  The 
March  average  price  for  grade  41  staple  34  cotton  was  58.7 
cents  per  pound,  down  from  60.6  cents  the  previous  month 
but  above  the  55.0  cents  a  year  ago.

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U.S.   COTTON  EXPORTS  SLIP  SLIGHTLY  IN  MARCH 


The  United  States  exported  573,619  running  bales  of  cotton  in  March, 
somewhat  below  February's  export  level  of  577,000  bales  and  well  below 
exports  of  703,707  bales  in  March  1978.     Cvrmulative  exports  for  August 
through  March  were  3,681,736  bales,  nearly  20  percent  above  exports  during 
the  same  period  of  1977/78. 

Japan  was  the  largest  market  for  U.S.  exports  in  March,   taking  127,000 
bales,  followed  by  Korea  with  101,000.     China  dropped  from  last  month's 
record  shipments  of  116,000  to  68,000  bales. 

March  shipments  to  Europe  were  down  from  last  year's  level  despite  exports 
to  Italy  of  24,000  bales.     The  75  percent  increase  in  exports  to  Italy  was 
offset  by  a  general  drop  in  shipments  to  other  European  markets.  U.S. 
activity  in  Africa  and  the  Middle  East  was  centered  mainly  on  Egypt,  where 
33,000  bales  were  exported. 

World  trade  in  1978/79  is  expected  to  exceed  20  million  bales, 
about  1  million  above  the  1977/78  level.     This  is  basically  because 
world  consumption  is  estimated  to  increase  over  1.5  million  bales,  after 
remaining  relatively  stable  at  60.7-60.9  million  bales  the  past  3  years. 
Demand  is  especially  strong  in  Japan,  Korea,   India,  and  China.  With 
increased  consumption,   reduced  export  availabilities  abroad,  and  a 
large  U.S.  supply  at  competitive  prices,   the  United  States  has  been 
able  to  expand  cotton  exports  this  season. 

The  U.S.  cotton  export  commitment  in  1978/79 — including  exports  plus 
outstanding  sales — totaled  6.6  million  bales  as  of  April  22.     Export  sales 
thus  far  for  1979/80  total  1.2  million  bales.     The  1978/79  projection  of 
exports  has  been  revised  upward  to  6.0  million  running  bales  (6.3  million 
480- lb  net  bales).     Exports  and  outstanding  sales  are  currently  above  this 
estimate,  but  an  average  of  800,000  bales  annually  has  been  carried  over 
into  t-v,-  new  season  for  the  past  5  years.

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U.S.  COTTON  EXPORTS  INCREASE  5  PERCENT  IN  APRIL 


U.S.  cotton  exports  for  the  month  of  April  1979  rose  to  602,000  running 
bales,  up  nearly  30,000  bales  from  the  March  level.    However,  exports 
during  April  1978  were  slightly  higher,  at  640,000  bales.  Cumulative 
exports  for  August  1978  through  April  1979  stood  at  1.4  million,  com- 
pared with  1.1  million  shipped  during  the  same  period  last  season. 

Japan  and  Korea  were  again  the  largest  markets,  with  each  country  taking 
109,000  bales.    Exports  to  the  People's  Republic  of  China,  the  third 
largest  market,  more  than  doubled  during  the  month  of  April,  going  to 
87,000  bales  from  36,000  bales  in  April  1977/78. 

Exports  to  Europe  were  down  from  those  of  April  a  year  ago,  with  the  only 
major  increase  being  in  exports  to  Italy.    Even  so,  April  shipments  to 
Italy  of  17,000  bales  were  30  percent  below  the  24,000  taken  in  March  and 
were  the  principal  reason  for  the  drop  in  total  exports  to  Europe  in  April. 
The  only  significant  change  in  shipments  to  the  Middle  East  and  Africa  in 
April  was  an  increase  in  U.S.  exports  to  Morocco  to  9,000  bales. 

The  1978/79  U.S.  export  commi tment--exports  plus  outstanding  sales--totaled 
6.77  million  bales  as  of  May  27.    An  additional  1.6  million  bales  have 
been  sold  for  1979/80  shipment.

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U.S.  COTTON  EXPORTS  DECREASE  SLIGHTLY  IN  MAY 

The  United  States  exported  542,000  running  bales  of  cotton  in  May,  up  32,000 
bales  from  last  May.    However,  cotton  exports  in  May  were  10  percent  below 
April's  exports.    Cumulative  exports  for  August  through  May  were  4,827,000 
bales,  14  percent  above  the  4,236,000  bales  exported  during  the  same  period 
last  season. 

Korea  and  Japan  were  again  the  largest  markets  for  U.S.  cotton,  taking  122,000 
bales  and  118,000  bales,  respectively.    Elsewhere  in  Asia,  exports  increased  to 
Malaysia  from  3,000  bales  in  April  to  41,000  bales  in  May.    However,  total  exports 
to  Asia  were  down  from  498,000  bales  last  month  to  437,000  bales  in  May. 

Trading  activity  has  increased  slightly  in  Europe,  with  79,000  bales  exported 
this  month,  compared  with  61,000  bales  shipped  in  April.    The  only  significant 
increases  were  in  Romania  and  Switzerland,  where  U.S.  exports  were  increased 
by  about  10,000  bales  in  both  countries.    Only  1,000  bales  of  cotton  were  ship- 
ped to  African  and  Middle  Eastern  countries  during  May. 

The  1978/79  export  commitment,  exports  plus  outstanding  sales,  totaled  6.8 
million  bales  as  of  June  17.    Also,  1.8  million  bales  have  been  sold  for 
shipment  in  1979/80.

U.S.  COTTON  EXPORTS  INCREASE  IN  JUNE 


U.S.  cotton  exports  for  the  month  of  June  1979  were  613,519  running  bales, 
larger  by  71,000  bales  than  in  May  and  by  86,000  than  in  June  1978.  Cumu- 
lative August-June  exports  total  5,400,123  bales. 

The  three  largest  markets  in  June  were  South  Korea,  Japan,  and  Taiwan. 
Shipments  to  South  Korea  were  128,000  bales,  5  percent  higher  than  in 
May,  while  Japan  took  96,000  bales,  19  percent  less  than  in  May. 

June  exports  to  European  countries  were  above  previous  month's  shipments, 
with  Romania  and  Italy  the  largest  markets.    The  volume  of  exports  to 
Africa  and  the  Middle  Eastern  markets  was  small. 

The  1978/79  export  pace  is  about  14  percent  ahead  of  1977/78's  level.  As 
of  July  29,  1979,  total  export  commitments  stood  at  6.9  million  bales, 
with  5.9  million  already  shipped.    The  export  outlook  for  marketing  year 
1979/80  is  optimistic,  but  the  actual  level  will  depend  on  such  factors 
as  the  effect  of  an  economic  slowdown  on  foreign  consumption  and  quantities 
available  for  export  from  other  producing  countries. 

Outstanding  export  sales  for  1979/80  totaled  2.6  million  bales  as  of 
July  29.  In  addition,  about  900,000  bales  were  sold  in  1978/79,  but 
not  exported  by  the  beginning  of  the  new  season.

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U.S.  COTTON  EXPORTS  EXPAND  12  PERCENT  IN  1978/79 


Cotton  exports  in  the  1978/79  season  (August-July) 
increased  to  5.85  million  running  bales  (6.18  million  bales 
of  480-lb  net  weight),  compared  with  5.22  million  bales  in 
1977/78.  Foreign  demand  was  strong  in  1978/79,  as  world 
consumption  is  estimated  to  have  been  nearly  63  million 
bales,  an  increase  of  1.8  million  over  the  1977/78  level. 
Shipments  got  off  to  an  excellent  start  during  the  first  few 
months  of  the  season,  as  cotton  supplies  from  other 
exporting  countries  were  limited.  At  60  million  bales,  world 
production  in  1978/79  was  well  below  consumption, 
resulting  in  a  reduction  of  world  stocks  of  about  2.7  million 
bales.  The  United  States,  with  beginning  stocks  of  5.3 
million  bales,  was  in  a  good  position  to  expand  cotton 
exports. 

For  the  season,  Japan  regained  its  previous  ranking  as 
the  largest  market  for  U.S.  cotton  by  taking  nearly  250,000 
bales  more  than  during  the  previous  season,  for  a  total  of 
1,276,000  bales — 21.8  percent  of  all  exports.  Korea  slightly 
increased  its  shipments  from  the  United  States  in  1978/79, 
but  slipped  into  second  place  after  being  in  first  place 
during  1977/78.  Shipments  to  the  People's  Republic  of 
China  (PRC)  increased  46  percent  over  those  of  1977/78, 
making  the  PRC  the  third  largest  market  for  U.S.  cotton. 
Other  Assian  countries  taking  larger  quantities  in  1978/79 
included  Thailand  and  Bangladesh,  while  shipments  to 
Hong  Kong  and  Taiwan  dropped. 

Cotton  exports  to  Euripe  increased  for  the  third  straight 
year  and  were  more  than  three  times  the  low  level  of 


1975/76.  Shipments  increased  to  both  Eastern  and  Western 
Europe,  expecially  to  Poland  and  Italy.  Colombia, 
normally  an  exporter,  imported  25,000  bales  from  the 
United  States,  since  drought  sharply  reduced  its.  1978/ 79 
crop.  Canada  continued  to  be  the  largest  U.S.  market 
outside  of  Asia.  Shipments  to  Africa  and  the  Middle  East 
also  expanded  over  those  of  1977/78,  chielfy  as  a  result  of 
larger  exports  to  Egypt  and  Morocco. 

During  July,  the  United  States  exported  4 1 0,000  running 
bales,  a  decrease  of  46,000  bales  from  exports  in  July  1978 
and  a  decline  of  203,000  bales  from  the  June  1979  level. 
Japan,  Korea,  and  Taiwan  remained  the  largest  markets; 
Japan  taking  1 1 5,000  bales,  followed  by  Korea  with  73,000. 
Shipments  of  42,000  bales  to  Taiwan  were  31,000  bales 
below  June  shipments.  Exports  of  3,000  bales  to  the  PRC 
were  the  lowest  monthly  total  since  May  1978.  Exports  to 
Euripe  and  the  Western  Hemisphere  declined  sightly  from 
those  during  June.  U.S.  exports  to  Africa  and  the  Middle 
East  increased  marginally. 

The  outlook  is  favorable  for  U.S.  exports  in  1979/80 
with  the  USDA  estimate  at  6.0  (plus  or  minus  1  million) 
bales  (480-lb  net).  Export  sales  have  been  strong,  and  the 
1979/80  commitment,  including  outstanding  sales  and 
exports,  was  over  4.0  million  running  bales  (4.3  480-lb  net) 
aS|  of  August  26.  This  includes  902,900  bales  sold  for 
deilivery  in  1978/79  that  were  unshipped  as  of  August  1, 
1979,  and  which  have  carried  into  the  new  season.

U.S.  exports  of  cotton  increased  substantially  during  1978/79.    Exports  totaled  6.2 
million  bales,  13  percent  above  the  1977/78  level  and  36  percent  above  the  1970-74 
average.    Japan  and  South  Korea  continue  as  the  largest  U.S.  markets  with  1.3  million 
bales  each.    Other  important  markets  are  China-Mainland  648,000  bales;  Taiwan,  454,000 
bales;  and  Hong  Kong,  427,000  bales.    Gains  were  recorded  in  sales  to  Bangladesh, 
Egypt,  Italy,  the  Philippines,  and  Thailand.    Exports  to  Switzerland  and  France 
decl ined. 

Los  Angeles  continues  as  the  leading  Customs  District  for  cotton  exports.  Shipments 
through  the  district  continue  to  cl  imb,  enabl  ing  Los  Angeles  to  account  for  40  per- 
cent of  the  1978/79  total.    Shipments  through  Texas  ports  increased,  and  Galveston 
regained  its  number-two  position  from  San  Francisco.    Galveston,  Houston,  and 
New  Orleans  Districts  made  sizable  gains  in  volume  over  the  previous  season.  Ship- 
ments through  San  Francisco,  Detroit,  and  Charleston  declined.    The  most  important 
Customs  Districts  were  Los  Angeles  2.3  million  bales;  Galveston,  1.3  million  bales; 
San  Francisco,  1.1  million  bales;  Houston,  685,000  bales;  and  New  Orleans,  345,000 
bales.    More  trade  continues  to  shift  to  Western  ports.    New  Orleans  and  ports 
west  of  the  Mississippi  River  account  for  94  percent  of  all  1978/79  exports,  com- 
pared with  an  average  of  91  percent  in  1970-74. 

Export  movement  was  brisk  during  the  early  part  of  the  1978/79  marketing  year, 
reflecting  large  carry-in  stocks.    The  shipping  pattern  showed  20  percent  of  total 
movement  during  the  August-October  first  quarter,  double  the  1977/78  level  of  10 
percent  and  above  the  1970-74  average.    Shipping  rates  were  below  1977/78  and  the 
1970-74  average  during  the  second  and  third  quarters,  but  above  average  during  the 
final  quarter.    Shipping  rates  for  1978/79  were  (1970-74  average  in  parentheses): 
November-January,  23  percent  (28  percent);  February-April,  30  percent  (32  percent); 
and  May-July  27,  percent  (23  percent).    The  largest  actual  months  were  June,  649,000 
bales;  April,  640,000  bales;  February,  610,000  bales;  and  March,  606,000  bales.

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AUGUST  1979  COTTON  EXPORTS  ABOVE  AVERAGE 


August  cotton  exports  were  above  average,  but  below  the  large  August 

1978  level.     Exports  totaled  463,000  running  bales,  69  percent  above  the 
5-year  1973-77  average  of  274,000  bales  and  11  percent  above  the  July 

1979  total  of  410,000  bales.     Outstanding  export  sales  for  the  current 
marketing  year  have  been  good  and  totaled  3.8  million  bales  through 
September  16,  1979.  August  exports  were  12  percent  below  the  August  1978 
level  the,  largest  August  shipment  in  17  years. 

Asia  was  the  largest  buying  area  and  included  the  top  markets — Korea, 
Japan,  China — >Tainland  and  Taiwan, — Hong  Kong,  and  Thailand.  Together 
they  accounted  for  69  percent  of  U.S.  exports.     Exports  to  these  countries 
were  below  those  of  a  year  ago,  except  for  Thailand.     Canada  and  Colombia, 
the  largest  Western  Hemisphere  markets,  recoreded  gains  over  a  year  ago. 
West  Germany,  Poland,  and  Italy  were  the  largest  European  markets. 
Exports  to  West  Germany  were  higher  than  in  1978,  but  exports  to  Poland 
and  Italy  declined. 


August  exports  to  Korea,  Mainland  China,  Thailand,  West  Germany,  Canada, 
and  Colombia  were  above  July  shipments,  while  those  to  Japan,  Taiwan, 
Hong  Kong,  and  Poland  were  lower.

WORLD  COTTON  PRODUCTION  UP—CONSUMPTION  TO  EXPAND  , 

Highlights  of  the  1979/80  world  cotton  outlook  include  larger  production, 
a  further  rise  in  consumption,  declining  foreign  stocks,  and  some  increase 
in  world  cotton  trade  as  well  as  U.S.  exports. 

World  cotton  production  for  1979/80  is  estimated  at  63.8  million  bales,  6.7 
percent  larger  than  the  59.8  million  produced  in  1978/79.     Area  for  1979/80 
is  estimated  at  32.2  million  hectares,  almost  unchanged  from  last  season's 
area.     The  5.6  percent  increase  in  U.S.  area  was  more  than  offset  by  declines 
in  the  People's  Republic  of  China  (PRC),  Nicaragua,  Iran,  and  Turkey.  However, 
weather  conditions  have  generally  been  more  favorable  this  season  and  a 
record-high  world  yield  is  anticipated. 

Global  consumption  for  1979/80  is  forecast  at  63.1  million  bales,  300,000 
bales  above  last  season's  level.     The  strong  expansion  in  consumption  during 
1978/79  is  continuing  into  the  first  half  of  1979/80.     The  economic  slowdown, 
which  is  responsible  for  a  projected  3  percent  decline  in  U.S.  cotton  consump- 
tion, has  not  yet  resulted  in  any  noticeable  slowdown  in  foreign  use.  But 
the  expected  high  rate  of  inflation,  slower  real  growth  rates,  and  higher 
interest  rates  could  still  cause  a  drop  in  cotton  consumption  in  early 
1980.     Several  main  textile  producing  and  exporting  countries  report  growing 
difficulties  in  forward  sales  of  textiles. 

With  the  relatively  small  increase  expected  in  foreign  production  and  the 
continued  expansion  in  use,  foreign  stocks  will  likely  decline  further 
during  1979/80  from  the  17.6  million  estimated  for  August  1,  1979.  The 
uncertain  economic  future  and  the  high  interest  rates  are  apparently  result- 


Production  statistics  are  based  on  the  World  and  U.S.  Crop  Production  reports 
released  October  12.     Other  statistics  are  based  on  the  U.S.  Agricultural 
Supply  and  Demand  Estimates  released  October  15,  and  foreign  data  available 
through  October  12.     The  cotton  year  runs  from  August  through  July.  All 
bales  in  this  report  are  480  pound  net  weight. 
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ing  in  spinners  keeping  stocks  at  minimum  levels.     The  expected  large  U.S. 
crop  will  mean  an  increase  in  U.S.  stocks  of  about  1.7  million  bales,  but 
world  cotton  stocks  are  expected  to  increase  about  1  million  bales  by 
next  August  1. 

World  trade  could  approach  20  million  bales  in  1979/80,  500,000  bales  larger 
than  last  season's.     Imports  are  likely  to  be  larger  by  the  PRC,  Korea, 
and  several  other  Asian  countries.     Countries  expected  to  export  more 
cotton  than  in  1978/79  include  the  United  States,  USSR,  Sudan,  India,  and 
Pakistan. 

The  Northern  Europe  "A"  price  index  averaged  76  cents  in  1978/79,  17  per- 
cent above  the  1977/78  level.     The  Asian  and  U.S.  markets  followed  the 
same  general  trend  with  the  U.S.  spot  market  price  averaging  61.58  cents 
for  SLM  1-1/16"  cotton  in  1978/79. 

Production  Up  Slightly 

World  cotton  production  is  expected  to  increase  in  1979/80  to  63.8  million 
bales,  a  7  percent  increase  over  last  season's  59.8  million  bales.  The 
United  States  is  responsible  for  most  of  the  increase,  with  its  1979/80  cot- 
ton crop  estimated  (as  of  October  1)  at  14.36  million  bales,  3.5  million 
above  last  year's  level.     Foreign  production  may  be  up  only  551,000  bales 
from  the  1978/79  total  because  of  reduced  production  in  several  countries 
such  as  the  PRC,   Iran,  Nicaragua,  and  India,  partly  offsetting  increases 
elsewhere.     Higher  yields  are  anticipated  this  season  as  the  world  cotton 
area  is  estimated  to  increase  less  than  1  percent  to  32.2  million  hectares. 
Foreign  area  is  down  by  340,000  hectares  to  26.9  million,  while  U.S.  area 
increased  about  105,000  hectares. 

The  United  States  has  the  largest  production  increase  of  any  country — 3.5 
million  bales — as  1979/80  output  is  now  estimated  at  14.36  million.  An 
increase  in  area — combined  with  sharply  higher  yields,  especially  in  Texas 
and  California — is  responsible  for  the  production  rise.     Favorable  weather 
this  season  played  a  major  role  in  improving  yields.     Several  factors 
influencing  U.S.  farmers  to  plant  more  cotton  were  higher  cotton  prices, 
the  absence  of  a  set-aside  program,  and  favorable  moisture  conditions, 
especially  in  Texas. 

The  USSR  is  expected  to  recover  from  last  year's  disappointing  crop  with 
1979/80  production  estimated  at  12.8  million  bales.     In  spite  of  some  early 
setbacks,  expanded  irrigation  area  resulted  in  a  slight  area  increase  to 
3.1  million  hectares.     Cool,  wet  weather  early  in  the  1979  cotton  planting 
season  forced  producers  to  reseed  just  over  1  million  hectares,  somewhat 
less  than  that  replanted  last  season.     Most  reseeding  took  place  in  Uzbekistan, 
Tadzhikistan,  and  Kirgizia.     The  numerous  replantins  experienced  in  1978/79— 
reseeding  some  sizable  regions  two  or  three  times — were  not  required  this 
year  as  the  weather  turned  more  favorable,  allowing  the  crop  to  be  reestab- 
lished with  less  delay.     Good  weather  during  the  summer  helped  the  cotton 
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crop  make  up  some  of  the  lost  time  but  boll  openings  are  still  a  little 
later  than  normal.     Thus  far,  the  fall  season  has  been  quite  favorable 
with  no  frost  reported  as  of  October  14.     With  the  danager  of  early 
frost  virtually  past  and  the  cotton  harvest  underway,  early  snowfall 
and/or  sleet  are  the  remaining  threats. 

Cotton  production  in  the  PRC  ran  into  some  deterents  late  in  the  season 
and  is  now  estimated  at  9.8  million  bales,  compared  with  10.0  million  in 
1978/79.  Area  appears  to  have  decreased  this  year  to  about  4.5  million 
hectares.     The  Government  has  increased  incentives  for  food  crops  in  an 
effort  to  become  more  self  sufficent.     At  the  same  time,  decisions 
concerning  which  crops  will  be  produced  in  various  regions  have  been 
delegated  to  the  local  farm  units.  As  a  result,  some  land  has  been 
shifted  out  of  cotton  into  food  crops,  causing  the  cotton  area  reduc- 
tion.    The  disappointing  cotton  yields  during  the  past  2  years  have  also 
undoubtedly  had  an  adverse  influence  on  cotton  plantings.     Weather  was 
generally  favorable  during  most  of  this  season,  especially  moisture 
which  was  lacking  during  the  past  2  years.     However,  there  was  cool 
weather  in  the  northern  cotton  regions  and  rain  in  some  areas  further 
south  that  delayed  plantings.     This,  combined  with  some  dry  areas  to  the 
west  during  mid-season  and  excessive  rains  in  the  central  cotton  region 
near  harvesting  time,  has  apparently  reduced  yields  below  earlier  expecta- 
tions . 

India  will  probably  suffer  the  largest  production  decrease  of  any  coun- 
try in  1979/80,  with  its  crop  estimated  at  5.75  million  bales,  compared 
to  6.26  million  last  year.     There  was  good  soil  moisture  during  most  of 
the  planting  season,  reflected  by  this  season's  area  estimate  of  8 
million  hectares,  virtually  unchanged  from  1978/79.     However,  the  summer 
monsoon  was  very  erratic, causing  drought  in  many  areas  and  flooding  in 
others.     As  a  result,  India's  production  is  expected  to  be  pulled  down 
by  low  yields.     The  Maharastra  Procurement  Scheme,  which  was  revived 
last  season,  was  a  success  and  is  expected  to  be  operating  again  this 
year. 

Pakistan,  in  contrast  to  India,  has  a  very  promising  crop  this  season. 
Production  could  reach  2.8  million  bales,  compared  with  2.1  million  in 
1978/79,  with  area  increasing  only  4  percent  to  2.0  million  hectares. 
Several  factors  are  responsible  for  this  season's  higher  yield  expecta- 
tions.    The  erratic  monsoon  did  not  have  a  great  negative  impact  on 
Pakistan's  cotton  crop,  partially  because  over  90  percent  of  the  cotton 
area  is  irrigated.     Since  the  monsoon,  weather  has  been  generally  favor- 
able and  insects  have  not  been  a  major  problem.     Pakistan  continues  to 
take  positive  steps  to  increase  cotton  output  by  developing  new  varie- 
ties and  improving  cultural  practices. 

Egypt,  which  experienced  a  bountiful  crop  in  1978/79  thanks  to  record 
yields,  appears  to  have  another  good  crop  on  the  way.     Yields  will  not 
reach  last  year's  record  level,  but  they  will  remain  high,  and  combined 
with  a  slightly  larger  area  will  produce  an  estimated  1.9  million  bales. 
Effective  control  of  pests,  that  have  caused  major  damage  in  the  past, 
along  with  a  shift  to  better  varieties  have  played  a  major  role  in 
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maintaining  above-normal  yields.     The  variety  shift  has  resulted  in  a  15 
percent  increase  in  long  staple  cotton  area  at  the  expense  of  a  40 
percent  reduction  in  mediinn  staple  cotton  area.     Extra  long  staple 
cotton  area  increased  about  4  percent. 

The  cotton  situation  in  Iran  points  to  a  production  decrease  of  about  20 
percent  to  505,000  bales.     The  cotton  producing  areas  of  Gorgan  and 
Gonbad  were  centers  of  political  unrest  during  the  planting  season  last 
spring.   In  addition,  some  large  agricultural  industries  and  farm  coopera- 
tives were  not  in  operation  during  planting.     Cotton  area  is  estimated 
at  220,000  hectares,  down  significantly  from  last  season's  280,000 
hectares.     Poor  quality  seeds  and  the  limited  availabilty  of  fertilizer 
and  pesicides  are  expected  to  hold  yields  near  last  year's  low  level. 

Turkey ' s  1979/80  cotton  production  is  estimated  at  2.18  million  bales, 
virtually  unchanged  from  1978/79.     Yields  are  showing  significant 
improvement  as  area  is  down  from  last  year's  653,000  hectares  to  606,000 
hectares.     Production  decreases  from  last  year  in  Cukurova  should  be 
offset  by  increases  elsewhere.  Weather  conditions  thus  far  have  been 
optimal  and  the  insect  population  has  been  at  minimal  levels. 

Both  area  and  production  are  expected  to  decrease  in  Greece  with  yields 
remaining  about  unchanged.     Production  and  area  for  1979/80  are  estimated 
at  600,000  bales  and  143,000  hectares,  respectively,  compared  to  703,000 
bales  and  168,000  hectares  in  1978/79.     Low  temperatures  in  April  delayed 
seeding,  causing  the  crop  to  be  about  1  week  late.     Greece  continues  to 
experience  a  shortage  of  farm  laborersa  major  factor  in  the  cotton 
decrease.    Mechanized  picking  continues  to  expand  as  cotton  producers 
try  to  compensate  for  the  labor  shortage. 

Brazil's  cotton  production  is  expected  to  increase  substantially  in 
1979/80.  Area  and  production  are  estimated  at  2.04  million  hectares  and 
2,75  million  bales,  respectively,  compared  with  last  season's  1.97 
million  hectares  and  2.6  million  bales.     The  main  factor  behind  the 
production  increase  is  the  anticipated  extended  use  of  a  new  cotton 
variety,  lAC  17.     This  past  season,  about  50  percent  of  the  southern 
cotton  region  utilized  lAC  17  and  yields  increased  substantially.  In 
1979/80,  almost  100  percent  of  the  southern  cotton  crop  area  is  expected 
to  utilize  lAC  17.     Brazil's  southern  cotton  region,  which  continues  to 
gain  in  importance,  will  account  for  all  of  this  season's  area  increase 
and  will  more  than  make  up  for  any  decrease  in  the  northern  cotton 
production. 

Turning  to  other  South  American  countries,  Argentina  is  expected  to 
increase  production  to  about  870,000  bales  as  yields  recover  from  last 
season's  levels.  Cotton  area  is  expected  to  decrease  from  1978/79 's  high 
level  because  of  the  farmers  tight  financial  position  brought  on  by  last 
year's  poor  crop.     Some  land  will  be  shifted  to  sunflower  and  soybeans, 
which  have  lower  production  costs.     As  opposed  to  last  year,  moisture 
conditions  this  year  are  favorable  for  sunflower  and  soybeans,  encouraging 
the  shift  in  crops.     After  a  42  percent  drop  in  the  1978/79  crop,  Colombia's 
production  should  recover  to  an  estimated  530,000  bales  in  1979/80. 
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Farmers  are  basically  shifting  their  land  back  into  cotton  production  as 
their  financial  situation  and  cotton  prices  have  improved.  Low  prices 
and  discouraging  yields  in  1977/78  had  caused  the  downward  production 
plunge  in  1978/79.     Good  weather  and  freedom  from  pests  helped  in  Peru's 
1978/79  production  of  370,000  bales.     This  favorable  experience  combined 
with  higher  prices  will  encourage  a  further  increase  in  1979/80  to  an 
estimated  450,000  bales.   Improved  cultural  practices  and  the  greater 
availability  of  improved  varieties  should  increase  yields.     Paraguay  had 
hoped  to  increase  production  through  expanding  area  to  about  380,000 
hectares.     However  recent  reports  indicate  plantings  may  fall  somewhat 
short  of  that  estimate. 

Mexico  increased  cotton  area  to  about  385,000  hectares,  but  unfavorable 
conditions  may  reduce  yields,  holding  production  near  1.5  million  bales. 
An  unsatisfactory  low  guaranteed  wheat  price  encouraged  farmers  to 
switch  to  cotton,  among  other  crops.     However,  cool  wet  weather  and 
heavy  disease  and  insect  damage  will  hurt  cotton  yields. 

Guatemala  is  not  expected  to  match  1978/79' s  record  yield  and  produc- 
tion, but  1979/80  production  is  estimated  to  remain  relatively  high  at 
730,000  bales.     Area  is  up  slightly  at  130,000  hectares.     The  crop  has 
made  good  progress  thus  far  and  insect  infestations  have  been  below 
normal. 

Nicaragua' s  cotton  area  was  reduced  drastically  this  year  because  of  the 
civil  war.     An  estimated  45,000  hectares  have  been  planted,  some  after 
the  optimal  planting  time  had  passed.     Production  is  expected  to  be  in 
the  area  of  120,000  bales,  compared  to  499,000  last  year. 

Consumption  To  Expand 

The  outlook  for  cotton  utilization  during  1979/80  is  generally  favor- 
able.    Forecasts  indicate  continued  expansion,  though  at  a  lesser  rate 
than  last  season.  Total  world  consumption  is  forecast  at  63.1  million 
bales,  slightly  above  the  1978/79  record  level  of  62.8  million. 

U.S.  consumption  is  expected  to  be  down  slightly  because  of  high  interest 
rates  and  the  economic  slowdown.  Mill  use  is  forecast  at  6.2  million 
bales,  compared  with  6.4  million  last  season.     During  recent  years, 
domestic  mill  use  of  cotton  has  been  declining  as  use  of  synthetic 
fibers,  has  continued  to  gain  both  in  terms  of  quantity  and  percentage  of 
the  market.  However,  with  this  year's  narrowing  price  spread  between 
cotton  and  synthetic  fibers  U.S.  cotton  will  be  in  an  improved  competi- 
tive position. 

Brazilian  textile  mill  activity  eased  during  the  first  half  of  calendar 
1979,  but  is  expected  to  show  a  better  performance  during  the  remainder 
of  the  year.     Total  1979/80  consumption  is  forecast  at  slightly  above 
last  year's  at  near  2.5  million  bales. 

The  PRC  is  expected  to  continue  to  use  more  cotton  as  it  attempts  to 
increase  foreign-exchange  earnings  through  larger  textile  exports  and 
meet  a  rising  domestic  demand  for  consumer  goods.     The  textile  industry. 
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which  is  primarily  based  on  cotton,  now  generates  over  10  percent  of 
Government  revenue,  and  textiles  generally  realize  large  returns  at 
relatively  low  investment  cost.     Domestic  textile  purchases  are  rationed 
and  per  capita  output  has  risen  little  since  the  1950 's.     The  1979/80 
consumption  is  estimated  at  12.6  million  bales — slightly  above  last 
year's  level. 

Western  European    cotton  consumption  is  expected  to  show  little  gain 
over  last  season's.     The  1979/80  season  consumption  of  both  producing 
and  net  importing  countries  is  forecast  at  5.8  million  bales. 

Italian  consumption  is  forecast  at  870,000  bales,  5  percent  less  than 
the  1978/79  level  of  918,000  bales.     Although  domestic  demand  increased 
throughout  the  1978/79  season,  the  industry  believes  this  pace  will  not 
be  sustained  and  has  indicated  concern  over  consumption  prospects  for 
calendar  1980.     Italian  textile  producers  are  having  more  difficulty 
competing  with  other  producers,  citing  the  high  inflation  rate  and 
rising  production  costs. 

The  Greek  industry  is  not  as  pessimistic,  and  forecasts  consumption  at 
645,000  bales,  2  percent  above  last  year's  level.     Good  demand  is  anticip- 
ated for  textile  exports. 

France  reports  order  books  are  recovering  and  more  than  5  months'  opera- 
tions are  necessary  to  fill  current  orders.     Consumption  is  forecast  at 
800,000  bales,  7  percent  above  1978/79' s  level. 

West  Germany' s  cotton  industry  believes  the  downturn  in  consiomption  is 
ending.  Consumption  is  forecast  at  760,000  bales,  slightly  above  the 
estimated  1978/79  level.     Domestic  demand  for  cotton  products  is  report- 
edly good  and  exports  of  cotton  yarns,  fabrics,  and  finished  textiles 
have  been  above  those  of  a  year  ago. 

In  the  United  Kingdom,  double-digit  inflation  and  high  interest  rates 
seem  likely  to  hold  consumption  slightly  below  1978/79' s  total. 

Asian  cotton  consumption  (excluding  the  PRC)  is  expected  to  approximate 
the  18.1  million  bales  reached  last  year.     Consumption  in  both  raw 
cotton  producing  and  net  importing  countries  shows  little  change. 

Indian  cotton  consumption  is  forecast  slightly  higher  at  5.8  million 
bales  during  the  1979/80  season.     Cotton  production  is  down,  but  sup- 
plies are  adequate.  Early  this  year,  mandatory  requirements  for  mills  to 
use  synthetic  fibers  were  removed.     Mills  reportedly  have  reduced  the 
quantity  of  synthetics  used  as  prices  of  synthetic  fiber  increased 
substantially.     The  Textile  Commissioner  has  requested  mills  to  increase 
the  workweek  and  add  additional  shifts  to  make  up  production  lost  as  a 
result  of  labor  troubles  and  power  shortages. 

Pakistan  believes  the  textile  agreement  signed  with  the  European  Community 
in  July  will  help  maintain  mill  consumption  in  1979/80  and  1980/81.  The 
1979/80  consumption  is  forecast  at  2  million  bales,  the  same  as  last 
season's  level. 
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Japanese  consumption  is  forecast  at  3.2  million  bales,  slightly  below 
the  1978/79  level  of  3.3  million  bales.     The  Japanese  Economic  Planning 
Agency  is  predicting  "a  little  stagflation"  during  the  first  half  of 
calendar  1980,  with  a  reduced  real  GNP  growth.     Wholesale  demand  for 
cotton  goods  has  been  generally  strong,  but  stocks  have  been  building 
because  of  increased  yarn  production  and  higher  imports  of  cotton  goods. 

Hong  Kong ' s  cotton  trade  views  1979/80  consumption  prospects  with  guarded 
optimism.  Spinners  report  that  they  are  operating  at  full  capacity,  but 
a  shortage  of  skilled  workers  is  reducing  efficiency.     Plant  consolida- 
tion has  leveled  off  and  spindle  capacity  should  not  change  signifi- 
cantly in  the  near  future.     High  interest  rates  and  tremendous  increases 
in  property  values  however,  could  cause  problems.     Hong  Kong ' s  prime 
interest  rate  has  increased  sharply  from  7.5  percent  in  October  1978  to 
14.3  percent  in  September  1979.     The  1979/80  consumption  is  estimated  at 
850,000    bales,  about  6  percent  less  than  last  year's  level. 

Korea  is  optimistic  about  1979/80  prospects  and  mills  have  been  increas- 
ing spindle  capacity.     Industry  plans  call  for  a  continued  rise  in 
consumption.     Consumption  is  forecast  at  1.3  million  bales,  7  percent 
above  last  season's  total.     Export  orders  for  cotton  products  have 
softened,  but  mills  have  recently  developed  new  cotton-rayon  and  cotton- 
polyester  blends,  which  they  hope  will  generate  strong  demand. 

World  Stocks  To  Increase 

If  current  estimates  for  1979/80  world  cotton  production  and  consumption 
are  realized,  world  stocks  will  show  a  moderate  increase  from  the  rela- 
tively low  level  of  21.6  million  bales  at  the  beginning  of  the  season. 
U.S.  cotton  stocks  are  expected  to  increase  about  1.7  million  bales  to 
5.7  million  next  August,  but  foreign  stocks  are  projected  to  decline 
650,000  below  the  relatively  low  17.6  million  bales  on  August  1,  1979. 

Foreign  non-Communist  importing  countries  are  expected  to  reduce  stocks 
about  460,000  bales  this  season  with  most  of  the  decline  occurring  in 
India.     Indian  stocks  on  August  1,  1979,  were  1.3  million  bales,  some- 
what higher  than  earlier  expected  because  not  all  the  cotton  sold  for 
1978/79  shipment  was  exported  by  July  31,  1979.  This  cotton  will  be 
shipped  in  1979/80  and  therefore,  stocks  on  August  1,  1980,  will  decline 
to  about  900,000  bales.     European  stocks  are  expected  to  decline  about 
100,000  bales  with  reductions  in  Portugal,  Spain,  Switzerland,  and  the 
United  Kingdom  more  than  offsetting  moderate  increases  expected  in 
France    and  Germany.     In  general,  importing  countries  are  showing  less 
inclination  to  carry  stocks  because  of  the  possiblity  of  an  economic 
slowdown  and  the  increasing  carrying  costs,  including  higher  interest 
rates . 

Stocks  in  the  Communist  countries,  while  already  fairly  low,  will  pro- 
bably slip  about  200,000  bales  in  1979/80.     Much  of  the  decline  is  in 
the  PRC.     Strong  desire  to  expand  textile  exports  in  order  to  earn 
foreign  exchange,  combined  with  smaller  production  than  expected  earlier 
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place  considerable  dovmward  pressure  on  PRC's  stocks.     A  minimum  stock 
level  of  2  million  bales  seems  neccessary  to  cover  consumption  until  the 
new  crop  becomes  availabe  in  volume,  about  October/  November. 

Stocks  in  the  foreign  exporting  countries  may  remain  unchanged  during 
1979/80.  Continued  demand  plus  the  fairly  small  increase  in  foreign 
production  should  keep  stocks  low  in  the  exporting  countries. 

World  Trade  To  Expand 

World  cotton  exports  are  expected  to  approach  20  million  bales  in  1979/80, 
compared  with  19.5  million  in  1978/79.     Continued  strong  world  demand, 
plus    an  apparent  decline  in  PRC  cotton  production,  are  the  main  reasons 
for  the  increase.  Cotton  consumption  and  imports  in  the  textile  produc- 
ing countries  are  generally  expected  to  expand  this  season,  with  Korea 
showing  the  greatest  growth.     Imports  by  the  PRC  are  projected  at  2.5 
million  bales,  300,000  above  the  estimate  for  1978/79.     Cotton  imports 
by  Western  Europe  will  probably  show  only  a  marginal  increase,  as  strong 
pressure  from  textile  imports  may  continued. 

The  estimated  record  crop  in  the  USSR  should  provide  larger  export 
availabiltiy .  The  Soviets  priced  their  cotton  above  U.S.  cotton  during 
most  of  the  past  year,  but  in  September  the  price  of  U.S.  cotton  was 
above  the  USSR  price.     The  trade  reports  that  Soviet  cotton  in  September 
was  being  sold  at  a  fair  volume  in  Western  Europe. 

Many  of  the  exporting  countries  have  less  cotton  available  for  export  in 
1979/80  because  of  the  lower  beginning  stocks.     However,  several  coun- 
tries such  as  Pakistan,  Sudan,  and  Colombia,  with  production  recovering 
from  below-average  in  1978/79,  expect  to  expand  exports  well  above  last 
season's.     Exports  from  Iran  and  Nicaragua  will  decline  sharply  in 
1979/80  because  of  smaller  production  as  a  result  of  the  civil  dis- 
turbances.    India,  which  is  classed  as  a  net  importer,  could  export 
400,00  bales  this  season,  compared  with  195,000  bales  estimated  to  have 
been  shipped  in  1978/79. 

The  U.S.  export  estimate  for  1979/80  is  6.5  million  bales,  up  from  6.2 
million  last  season.     Shipments  the  first  2  months  of  the  season  were 
slightly  below  the  heavy  movement  of  a  year  earlier.     Exports,  which 
normally  ease  some  in  October  and  November,  should  continue  heavy  during 
these  months  this  year.  Commitments,  including  exports  plus  outstanding 
export  sales,  totaled  5.7  million  bales  as  of  October  14.     This  is  more 
than  1  million  bales  ahead  of  commitments  at  this  time  a  year  ago.  The 
PRC  has  purchased  about  970,000  bales,  compared  with  shipment  in  1978/79 
of  648,000  bales.     If  the  demand  for  U.S.  cotton  remains  strong  in  Far 
Eastern  markets  and  the  Chinese  crop  falls  below  the  current  estimate  of 
9.8  million  bales,  U.S.  exports  could  exceed  the  current  estimate  of  6.5 
million  bales.     Sales  could  total  7.5  to  8  million  bales,  compared  with 
last  season's  7.1  million.     Based  on  last  season's  experience,  internal 
transport  limitations  could  become  a  major  obstacle  in  moving  a  large 
export  volume.     Thus,  the  unshipped  balance  on  August  1,  1980,  will 
probably  be  even  larger  than  the  958,500  bales  carried  over  on  August  1, 
1979. 
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Cotton  Prices  Higher 

Greater  world  demand  and  slightly  smaller  supplies  caused  1978/79  cotton 
prices  to  move  above  the  previous  year's  levels.     The  1978/79  crop  year 
Northern  Europe  "A"  price  index  averaged  76.05  cents  per  poxind,  c.i.f., 
17  percent  above  the  1977/78  level  of  65.01  cents  and  12  percent  above 
the  1973-77  average.     The  price  peaked  at  80.60  cents  per  pound  during 
the  final  week  of  November  1978.     The  market  began  to  sag  in  December, 
sinking  to  near  August  levels  before  resuming  its  climb  in  April  1979. 
The  index  ended  the  marketing  year  with  a  relatively  strong  July  average 
of  76.82  cents  per  pound,  9  percent  above  the  year-earlier  average.  All 
individual  monthly  averages  were  above  those  of  a  year  earlier. 

The  index  price  continued  to  increase  during  the  first  2  months  of  the 
1979/80  season,  in  spite  of  the  outlook  for  larger  world  production  and 
a  possible  economic  downturn.     The  price  during  the  first  week  of  October 
averaged  78  cents  per  pound,  3  cents  higher  than  a  year  earlier. 

The  1978/79  Osaka  price  for  SM  1-1/16"  U.S.  Arizona  cotton  averaged 
75.09  cents  per  pound,  c.i.f.,  19  percent  above  1977/78  and  15  percent 
above  the  197377  average.     Mexican  cotton  averaged  73.36  cents  per  pound 
and  Soviet  cotton  76.84  cents  in  1978/79.     Early  1979/80  season  Osaka 
prices  have  shown  some  upward  movement. 

U.S.  domestic  prices  followed  the  same  seasonal  pattern  as  European  and 
Asian  market  prices.     The  1978/79  U.S.  spot  market  average  for  SLM  1-1/16" 
cotton  was  61.58  cents  per  pound,  17  percent  above  the  1977/78  level  of 
52.74  cents  and  6  percent  above  the  197377  average.     Early  1979/80 
season  prices  continued  above  year-earlier  levels.     The  U.S.  spot  market 
price  for  the  first  2  months  of  the  1979/80  season  averaged  62.11  cents 
per  pound,  4  percent  above  that  same  period  of  1978/79.

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U.S.  COTTON  EXPORTS  UP  10  PERCENT  IN  SEPTEMBER 


September  U.S.  cotton  exports  totaled  428,000  running  bales,  10  percent 
above  the  388,000  bales  exported  in  September  1978  and  the  highest 
September  level  since  1956.    Prospects  for  1979/80  exports  have  improved. 
Large  sales  have  been  made  to  the  People's  Republic  of  China  (PRC)  in 
recent  weeks  and  outstanding  export  sales  for  the  current  marketing  year 
totaled  5.6  million  bales  through  October  21,  1979.    The  USDA  export 
forecast  for  the  entire  1979/80  season  is  6.5  million  430-1 b  bales,  6 
percent  above  last  year's  total.    Actual  exports  for  the  first  2  months 
of  the  season  was  slightly  below  last  year's  but  value  was  higher. 
Accumulated  exports  totaled  891,000  running  bales.  August/September 
export  value  was  $285  million,  6  percent  above  the  same  period  last 
season . 

Asia  continues  to  be  the  principal  market  for  U.S.  cotton  and  accounted 
for  83  percent  of  September  exports  and  80  percent  of  August/September 
shipments.    The  largest  individual  countries  were  Korea,  Japan,  Hong  Kong, 
PRC,  and  Taiwan.    September  exports  to  each  of  these  countries  were  above 
year-earlier  levels.

This  circular  presents  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service's  data  base  for 
world  cotton  area,  yield,  supply,  and  utilization.    Data  for  1979/80  and 
the  previous  season  should  be  regarded  as  preliminary,  with  estimates  for 
1979/80  based  on  data  available  October  12,  1979. 

The  data  are  presented  in  two  sections.    The  first  deals  with  the  aggre- 
gate world  picture  for  the  last  10  years.    Individual  countries  are  divided 
into  two  groups  on  the  basis  of  net  raw  cotton  trade--i.e.,  net  importing 
and  net  exporting.    Within  these  two  broad  categories,  the  countries  are 
segrated  into  Communist  and  foreign  non-Communist  groups  with  further 
regional  subdivisions  designated  within  the  latter.    The  purpose  in 
isolating  the  statistics  covering  Communist  countries  rest  with  the  fact 
that  reliable  data  for  anumber  of  these  countries--particularly  in  earlier 
years--are  virtually  unavailable.    The  People's  Republic  of  China  is  an 
example.    Also,  the  centrally  planned  nature  of  these  economies  makes 
their  supply  and  utilization  of  raw  cotton  somewhat  less  dependent  on  the 
vicissitudes  of  the  world  market. 

The  second  section  of  this  circular  profiles  the  area,  yield,  supply,  and 
utilization  of  cotton  for  each  country  individually.    For  most,  the  series 
extends  from  1947/48  to  the  1979/80  season.    In  a  number  of  cases--such  as 
French  Equatorial  Africa,  French  North  Africa,  and  Indochina--the  data 
series  terminates  under  these  names  and  is  picked  up  under  the  names  of 
the  individual  nations  that  emerged  from  these  regions. 

The  data  base  currently  contains  114  countries.    U.S.  Agricultural  Attaches 
report  regularly  on  about  50  of  the  major  cotton  producing  and  consuming 
countries.    Official  statistics,  trade  journals,  U.S.  Embassy  reports,  and 
data  compiled  by  various  international  agencies  serve  as  the  primary 
basis  for  data  covering  the  remaining  countries.

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LARGEST  OCTOBER  COTTON  EXPORTS  IN  RECENT  YEARS 


Excellent  movement  to  Asian  markets  helped  U.S.  cotton  exports  reach  the  highest 
October  level  since  1960--390,000  running  bales,  38  percent  above  the  October 
1978  level  and  almost  twice  the  5-year  1972-76  average.    Current  sales  for  export 
continue  large  and  1979/80  season  exports  may  reach  7.0  million  bales--the  high- 
est level  in  19  years. 

Accumulated  August-October  exports  totaled  1.3  million  bales,  7  percent  above 
the  1.2  million  bales  exported  during  the  same  period  last  season  and  almost 
twice  the  1976  average.    August-October  cotton  export  value  was  $413  million, 
17  percent  above  last  year's  total  for  the  comparable  period. 

Asia  was  the  principal  market  for  October  cotton  exports.    Exports  to  Asia  and 
Oceania  totaled  305,000  bales,  78  percent  of  all  destinations.    Other  markets 
were  Europe,  with  13  percent;  Western  Hemisphere,  7  percent;  and  Africa  and 
Middle  East,  2  percent.    Korea,  Japan,  and  China  (Mainland)  were  the  top 
individual  countries.    Other  countries  showing  significant  gains  over  the  year- 
earlier  levels  were  Taiwan,  Thailand,  Italy,  and  Canada.
